It  is,  in  my  judgment,  imperatively  demanded  that  the 
schools  at  these  two  places  should  at  once  bo  provided  for. 

Hoping  that  you  can,  in  the  discharge  of  your  duties,  speedily 
provide  for  the  crying  wants  of  a  helpless  community,

Notes  On  Alaska  (furnished  by  Gov.  Kmkead). 


There  are  two  good  places  where  schools  could  be  started 
at  present^  Sitka  and  Juneau.  At  Sitka  there  is  an  old  biuld- 

mg  that  the  Pussians  used  for  school  purposes  but  ftich  is  now 
owned  by  the  town  or  by  individuals  of  the  town.  U  is  about 

one  hundred  yards  from  a  spring  arrid  opposite  where  Mrs.  Me  Pari  and 

school  now  is.  The  Greek  priest  has  on  his  record  now  103 

choldren  of  a  school  age  in  Sitka.  They  are  not  all  in  his 

diocese,  but  are  in  different  settlements.  Mv  own  opinion  is 

that  there  are  in  Sitka  50rnor  00  children  who  would  be  glad 

to  attend  school.  Perhaps  there  are  more.  Mt  Juneau  there  is  a 

building  formerly  used  for  other  purposes  which  could  be  utilized 

rapidly  and  quickly  at  an  expense  of  S  1,000  or  perhaps  &h00. 

This  building  has  a  room  sufficiently  large  to  accomodate  all  the 

school  children  there  are  in  town  at  present.  Back  of  it  are 

some  little  rooms  which  could  possibly  be  used  for  the  living  rooms 

of  teachers.  The  best  carpenter  there  is  named  Gutter.  Mr. 

States  of  Oregon  is  Commissioner  at  juneavu  He  j.s  a  good  man. 

There  are  three  or  four  points  where  the  children  are  crazy  to 
have  schools.  They  have  money  and  arw  willing  to  pay  teachers  if 
they  can  procure  them.  There  are  not  enough  people  in  Grange 1 1  to 
establish  white  schools.  There  are  quite  a  number  of  Indians 
there.  Juneau  and  "itka  require  schools  and  should  have  them

things  should  be  started  right  away.  If  it,  is  not  done  now  the 
year  will  be  gone.  Can  go  right  on  with  the  work  through  the 
year  with  no  trouble.  The  children  are  desirous  of  going  to 
school.  Schools  can  stay  open  as  long  as  the  usual  school  year 
in  the  United  States.  My  idea  would  be  to  have  it.  correspond 

substantially  with  the  school  year  in  the  United  States  I  would 
have  the  same  regulations  as  in  the  United  States  The  question

ow  is  to  delegate  the  authority  to  some  one  at  these  two  places. 

I  have  induced  the  post  office  to  conserf o  reverse  the  trip  of 
the  mail  steamer  there  so  as  to  take  in  Juneau  on  he  way  back. 

They  hope  to  make  this  extra  trip  pay  by  the  transportation  of 
passengers.  Mow  they  will  in  coming  up  go  by  Juneau  and  Sitka 

and  back  and  by  ¥angoll  each  time.  The  trip  is  just  reversed. 
This  is  an  important  thing  for  the  people  there  because  there  was 
no  direct  communication  between  Sitka  and  Juneau  before.  Officers 
at  Sitka  are:  Gov.  Kinkead,  U.  S.  Dist.  Judge  Warren  Me  Allister 
Jr.;  IT.  S.  Marshal  M .  G.  Hillyer,  Andrew  J.  Lewis,  Clerk  of  the 
Court,  ex  officio  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  etc.;  U.  S.  Dist  Mty. 
E.  H.  Hackett;  U.  S.  Commissioner,  John  T.  Brady.  There  is  a ls<> 
a  deputy  marshal  subject  to  the  appointment  of  the  marshal. 

Jureau  there  is  only  a  commiss  ioner ,  Mr.  States,  and  also  a  deputy 
marshal.  Custom  houses  are  at  all  these  points.  Collector  of 
Customs  at  Sitka  is  Col.  Peter  preach.  The  postmistress  at  Sitka

“Pinta”,  Capt.  Nicholls,  is  generally  stationed  there.  At  Unalaska 
there  is  another  U.  S.  Commissioner  and  deputy  Marshal.  Some  of 
the  Indians  at  Sitka  bs.  d  become  converted  and  desired  to  get  out 


of  their  dirty  village  and  to  build  houses  near  the  Indian  lands. 
The  citizens  there  objected.  T  hey  sent  me  a  protest  signed  by 
themselves  and  T  sent  it  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.  I  see 
no  real  reason  why  these  Indians  should  not  go  there  except  that 
the  white  men  do  not  want  them.  The  whites  have  no  absolute 
title  to  the  land.  Population  there  seems  to  feel  that  the 

missionary  people  are  rather  aggressive  and  are  taking  possession 
of  the  best  part  of  what  would  be  the  town  if  it  increased. 


People  generally  are  friendly  to  the  missionaries  and  do  not 
wish  to  interfere  with  their  work  among  the  Indians.  Half-broods 
and  mixed  classes  are  treated  fairly  well.  They  go  to  the  Greek 
Church  on  Sunday,  father  than  that  they  are  not  taken  care  of  at 
all.  The  priest  pays  no  farther  attention  to  them.  Majority 
of  them  belong  to  the  Greek  Church.  Great  many  foreigners  there,

hard  work  to  got  a  jury  now  as  wo  have  not  naturalized  citizens 

enough  to  imke  one.  In  brief,  what  you  want  to  do  is  this* 
authorize  somebody  pretty  soon  to  prepare  these  two  school  houses 
and  to  take  up  the  necessary  means  for  opening  and  starting  these 

schools.  They  will  have  to  buy  in  San  Francisco  all  the  appliance 
required.  These  could  be  furnished  easily  and  cheaply.  Win  have 

to  take  teachers  from  below.  I  think  it  would  be  unwse,  certainly 
unpopular  to  place  this  in  the  hands  of  the  missionaries.  These 
things  should  be  in  charge  of  the  State  or  territorial  authorities 
rather  than  in  the  charge  of  one  particular  sect.  The  appro¬ 
priation  of  5125,000  made  la.  st  year  is  ample  for  any  wants  for 
sometime  to  come.  Cannot  start  more  than  these  two  schools 

this  year.  Establishing  other  schools  will  be  a  matter  of  con¬ 
siderable  tune.  There  should  be  pretty  early  action.  Steamers 
leave  once  a  month  only.  They  leave  San  Francisco  along  about 
the  25th  or  2H?th  and  leave  Port  Townshend  about  the  first.  We 
have  no  disbursing  officer  at  Sitka.  The  public  building  there 
should  be  repaired,  and  they  could  be  for  a  comparatively  small 
amount  of  money.  Probably  will  be  no  trouble  ’bout  the  officers 


remaining. 


T  expect  to  leave  towards  the  latter  part  of  cune. 


The  end  of  the  killing  season  is  in  the  latter  part  of  euly  and  T 
want  to  go  to  the  Fur  Islands.  Material  for  starting  schools 
should  go  in  the  steamer  which  leaves  on  the  1st  of  May.  (bov.

Sir: 

In  organizing  schools  in  Alaska  it  seems  necessary  that  the 
places  where  the  schools  are  to  be  located  shall  be  visited,  the 
number  of  children  ascertained,  the  interests  of  the  parents 
awakened,  their  cooperation  secured  and  arrangements  made  for  the 
provision  of  school  houses,  fuel  etc.  The  absence  of  commercial 
inter cornmuni cat  ion  renders  it  important  that  Government  vessels 
should  facilitate  this  work  as  far  as  possible.  The  Governor  of 
the  Territory  before  leaving  the  city  recently  informed  me  that 
the  TJ.  S.  S*  “Pint a”  had  been  ordered  by  the  Honorable  Secretary 
of  the  Wavy  to  furnish  him  and  one  or  two  of  his  associates  in  the 
government  of  Alaska  transportation  to  different  points  in  the 
Territory  where  his  duties  might  require  his  attention,  and  I

Sir: 

Under  the  order  of,  and  in  accordance  with  my  understanding 
with,  the  Department,  I  have  been  diligently  endeavoring  to  perfect 
the  arrangements  for  the  needful  and  proper  provision  for  the 
education  of  children  of  school  ago  in  the  Territory  of  Alaska 
without  reference  to  race:  I  gathered  from  the  former  Gov  rnor 

when  he  was  in  this  city  all  that  he  knew  about  the  possibilities 
for  schools  under  this  section  of  the  law.  He  believed  that 
only  two  could  be  undertaken,  one  at  Sitka  and  one  at  Juneau,  and 
represented  as  others  did,  that  there  was  great  impatience  for 
these  two  schools.  On  the  appointment  of  i)r.  Sheldon  Jackson  as 
Uoneral  Agent  for  Education  m  Alaska,  using  the  large  amount  of 
information  of  details  that  he  had  already  in  hand  and  what  I 


cou  1  d 
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I.N.W. 


could  command  otherwise,  I  became  convinced  that  it  was  just  and 
proper  to  consider  the  urgency  of  these  two  schools  for  a  summer 
term,  and  proceeded  to  make  temporary  provision  for  them  with  the 
j  least  possible  delay.  There  was  no  information  that  there  was 
any  one  in  Sitka  that  could  be  employed  to  conduct  the  school 
there.  After  careful  consideration  T  employed  at  the  rate  of 
SB00  per  year,  Miss  Margaret  Powell,  of  Cochranton,  Penna. ,  a  lady 
of  good  ability  and  good  character,  educated  as  a  teacher  and  of 
successful  experience,  who  had  the  best  of  certificates  and 
recommendations  from  teachers  and  superintendents,  and  who  was 
religiously  connected  with  the  Methodist  Church. 


At  Juneau,  a  young  lady,  Miss  Marian  Murphy  was  found 
resident  with  her  parents,  of  good  ability,  good  character  and  a 
fair  education,  but  no  experience  as  a  teacher,  who,  under  the 
circumstances  it  was  deemed  best  to  employ  temporarily,  but  at  the 


low  rate  of  pay  of  S30  per  month,  which  it  proved  she  was  willing 
to  accept.  These  schools  were  opened  accordingly  and  T  have 
reports  from  them  of  favorable  progress.  A  room  was  rented

siderable  number  of  rooms  in  the  possession  of  the  Government. 

T  therefore  requested  the  General  Agent  for  Education  to  procure 
one  of  these  for  school  purpos  s.  They  were  under  the  control  of 

the  Collector  of  the  Port.  At  first  he  declined,  although  there 
were  some  fifty  rooms  in  his  possession.  Afterward  he  yielded  to 
the  request  of  the  General  Agent  and  the  school  has  proceeded 
favorably • 

Through  the  visit  of  Dr.  Jackson  to  the  Secretaries  of  the 
several  educational  bodies  of  the  different  religious  denomina¬ 
tions,  through  his  correspondence  with  them,  and  through  direct 
correspondence  with  this  Gffice, $ince  his  return  to  Sitka,  there 
have  boon  assurances  of  a  desire  to  cooperate  in  this  work  of 
establishing  schools  in  Alaska  on  the  part  of  the  representatives 
of  the  Presbyterian,  the  Baptist,  Methodist,  Moravian,  Episcopal 
and  Congregational  Churches.  T  also  saw  personally  the  represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  Catholic  Church.  All  acknowledged  the  courtesy  of 
the  Government  and  expressed  a  desire  to  cooperate.  However,  up 

to  the  present  time,  only  the  Episcopalians,  Presbyterians  and 
Moravians  have  effected  arrangements  and  proceeded  with  the  work. 

All  of  these  denominational  agencies  understood  that  it  was 

the 


the  purpose  of  the  Government  to  provide  non-  sectarian  instruc¬ 
tion  in  the  public  schools  and  to  leave  all  persons  to  the  exer¬ 
cise  of  their  religious  liberty.  The  distance  under  which  this 
work  is  to  be  done  renders  it  all  very  embarassing,  as  does  also 
the  great  difference  between  the  conditions  of  that  country  and  th 
conditions  under  which  schools  are" conducted  in  the  States. A  Shall 

the  teacher  be  paid  a  salary  without  reference  to  the  expenses 
of  transportation,  or  paid  a  salary  and  transportation  in  addition? 

After  considerable  inquiry  its  erned  to  me  that  it  was  better  to 
pay  the  salary  outright  and  leave  the  teacher  to  meet  any  expenses 
to  bo  incurred,  whether  for  transportation,  board  or  other  person¬ 


al  expenses. 


Again,  the  great  distances  and  lack  of  communication  seemed 
to  render  it  desirable  that  some  payment  should  be  made  by  the 
quarter  and  some  by  tho  year,  and  that  m  some  instances  the 

schools  should  be  carried  on  by  contract  with  the  secretaries  of 
the  boards  above  mentioned,  and  in  others  that  the  teachers  should 
be  employed  directly  by  the  Government.  In  some  instances  the 
entire  separation  of  the  teacher  fr-^in  the  outside  world  and  from

civilized  society  rendered  it  specially  important ,  if  not  abso¬ 
lutely  essential  that  he  should  have  with  him  his  family.  In  all 
instances  it  lias  seemed  to  me  best  that  all  the  payments  should 
be  made  from  the  Disbursing  Office  here  in  Washington  in  the  usual 
form  after  service  is  rendered  or  expenditures  made,  and  that 
the  vouchers  should  be  in  triplicate,  one  for  the  preservation  ITi 
this  Office,  one  to  be  retained  by  the  General  Agent  for  Education, 
and  one  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Treasury.  In  accordance  with 
these  consideration/?  I  have  therefore  to  recommend  for  your  ap¬ 
proval  the  employment  for  the  summer  term  for  the  two  schools 
already  mentioned  and  other  schools  for  the  current  year  beginning 
the  1st  of  September,  for  which  I  have  so  far  been  able  to  find 
teachers  and  other  conditions  necessary  for  opening  the  schools. 

First,  Miss  Maggie  Powell  at  Sitka  for  one  year  and  one 
term  at  the  rate  of  $800  per  year.  Also  another  teacher  when 
found,  to  conduct  a  separate  school  for  the  accomodation  of  race 
differences  at  this  point. 

Second,  at  Juneau  the  employment  of  Miss  Marian  Murphy  at 
the  rate  of  $80  per  month  for  the  summer  term,  and  also  her  em¬ 


ployment

ploy  merit  for  tho  cu  rront  year  should  her  services  prove  acceptable 
as  now  appears  likely  t  at  the  same  rate.  .luneau  is  the  chief 
mining  center  and  it  is  believed  from  experience  already  had  that 
tho  school  should  be  in  charge  of  a  man,  and  that  this  man  should 
have  with  him  his  wife.  Prof.  Wm.  A.  K-lly,  an  able  and  worthy 
man,  formerly  a  successful  teacher  and  county  superintendent  in 
honnsy  Ivania ,  a  graduate  of  one  ol  the  State  Montial  schools,  is 
now  in  Alaska  and  ready  to  accept  charge  of  this  school  at  a 
salary  of  $1500  per  year,  and  after  most  careful  consideration 
I  deem  it  the  best  that  can  be  done  to  employ  him  at  this  rate. 

The  premises  obtained  temporarily  for  the  school  for  the  little 
children  for  the  summer  months  will  be  unfitted  for  the  winter 
season,  and, as  I  am  informed,  no  building  fitted  for  a  school  m 
tho  winter  can  bo  obtained  in  the  place,  T  recommend  also  that 
permission  be  given  to  erect  a  school  building  sufficient  to 
accomodate  the  two  schools  under  the  two  teachers,  at,  a  cost  not 
to  exceed  551500. 

Third  at  Port  Wrangell  T  recommend  that  Miss  Ly da  Me.  Avoy 

bo 
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be  employed  at  the  rate  of  ft 600  a  year.  She  was  formerly  a 

0 

successful  teacher  in  Wst  Virginia  and  has  been  in  charge  of  a 
mission  school  at  this  point  for  two  years,  is  acceptable  to  the 
people  and  has  associates  which  render  it  expedient  for  her  to 
remain  and  teach  by  herself.  One  school  appears  to  be  all  that 
the  situation  requires  here  at  present. 

Fourth,  at  Jackson  T  recommend  that  Miss  Clara  Gould  be 
employed  at  the  rate  of  ftGOO  per  year. 

Fifth,  at  Boyd  X  recommend  that  Mrs.  J.  W.  Me.  Farland  be 
employed  at  the  rate  of  SHOO  per  year.  Circumstances  in  this 
case  seem  to  justify  this  additional  S200.  At  Fort  Wrangell, 
Jackson  and  Boyd  it  is  hoped  that  no  expenses  will  be  incurred 
on  account  of  buildings. 

Sixth,  on  the  Upper  Yukon  or  Fort  Yukon  the  agencies  for 
education  under  the  auspices  of  the  episcopal  Church  are  ready  to 
contract  for  the  support  of  a  school  under  one  teacher  for  ft  1500 
This  point  is  so  remote  that  communication  can  be  expected  only 
by  special  effort,  and  settlements  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Seventh, 


- 
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Seventh,  at  Kuskokwin,  which  is  on  the  river  of  this  name  at  a 
point  considerably  in  the  interior  where  there  is  quite  a  center 
of  population,  T  recommend  that  an  arrangement  be -made  with  the 
educational  agencies  of  the  Moravian  Church  for  the  instruction 
of  one  school  for  the  year  at  SlhOO. 

The  data  upon  which  these  recommendations  are  based  has 
required  an  interminable  amount  of  consideration  of  details  and 
extensive  correspondence.  Several  of  the  socities  that  have  ex¬ 
pressed  a  desire  to  take  action  but  have  not  so  far  been  able  to  do 
so  satisfactorily,  T  hope  to  hoar  from  favorably  at  an  early 
date,  but  the  above  are  the  only  recommendations  that  T  am  prepared 
to  make  at  this  date,  and  I  do  so  now  in  order  that  they  may  take 
effect  in  season  for  the  coming  current  school  year. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted  for  your  approval.

Sir: 

T  have  received  from  the  Department  the  enclosed  documents 
touching  the  education  of  children  in  Alaska,  the  first  purporting 
to  be  a  petition  signed  by  citizens  asking  for  the  removal  of 
Dr.  Sheldon  Jackson  as  General  Agent  of  Education  as  being  unfit 
for  the  service  and  the  appointment  of  a  suitable  person;  and  the 
second  a  copy  of  the  report  of  the  Grand  Jury  at  Sitka,  in  which 
reference  is  made  to  the  subject  of  education. 

I  have  given  these  matters  careful  consideration  and 
would  remark  as  follows! 

(A.  )  First,  respecting  Dr.  Jackson’s  qualifications  as 
General  Agent  of  Education  in  Alaska.  He  is  admitted,  I  believe, 

bv 
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by  all  who  know  him,  to  bo  a  man  of  good  ability  and  great  energy, 

and  of  thoroughly  upright  character.  He  has  had  a  course  of  in¬ 
struction  in  one  of  the  colleges  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and 
the  training  of  one  of  her  theological  seminaries.  He  is  widely 
known  as  a  speaker  and  writer.  Indeed,  there  is  indefinite 
evidence  of  his  literary  qualifications.  Personally  T  have  known 
him  for  a  number  of  years,  especially  in  connection  with  his 
interest  and  efforts  for  the  promotion  of  education  in  the  terri¬ 
tories,  and  more  recently  in  Alaska.  In  all  my  intercourse  with 
him  T  have  never  seen  anything  to  load  me  to  doubt  his  qualifica¬ 
tions  for  the  duties  assigned  him,  but  T  hav  seen  much  to  con¬ 
vince  me  of  his  fitness  for  them.  In  addition  to  his  ability, 
his  culture  and  large  experience,  T  have  known  of  his  special 
interest  in  the  Territory  of  Alaska.  I  believe  he  has  done  more 
than  any  other  one  man  to  make  the  condition  of  that  territory  known 
to  the  people  of  the  United  States  and  to  create  the  sentiment 
out  of  which  has  come  the  legislation  establishing  a  government 
for  that  neglected  country.  He  has  urged  the  subject  in  the 
columns  of  many  newspapers  and  spoken  in  most  if  not  all  of  the 
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groat  cities  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic,  and  before  various 
educational  organizations,  local  and  national* 

In  his  conferences  with  me  he  has  shown  a  ready  appreciation 
of  the  fact  that  education  in  Alaska  should  not  be  exclusively  in 

letters,  but  specially  adapted  to  the  people  in  their  environment 
and  fitted  to  prepare  them  most  speedily  to  improve  their  condition 
to  make  them  intelligent,  virtuous,  industrious  and  skillful  in 
the  pursuit  of  their  various  avocations  and  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties  to  each  other  and  as  citizens  of  the  country  now 
responsible  for  their  government.  He  has  been  specially 
efficient  in  establishing  mission  schools  in  that  far  off  country 
by  the  aid  of  his  own  church.  He  has  been  the  agent  in  seeking 
the  cooperation  of  various  other  denominational  agencies  of  educa¬ 
tion  and  has  had  their  hearty  approval  and  assurance  of  cooperation 
In  addition,  I  may  say  that  T  believe  that  there  is  an  indefi¬ 
nite  number  of  those  who  know  Dr.  Jackson  who  fully  concur  in  the 
opinion  I  have  stated.  T  find  in  the  proceedings  of  the  last 
National  Educational  Association,  embracing  educators  of  various 
religious  denominations  and  from  all  parts  of  the  country,  among 
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the  resolutions  unanimously  passed,  the  following: 

“Education  in  Alaska. 

“Fesolved,  That  this  Association  rejoices  to  know  that 
“Congress  has  provided  for  schooling  the  children  of  Alaska,  and 
“that  Dr.  Sheldon  Jackson  has  been  designated  as  agent  to  organ¬ 
ize  these  schools.  Wq  know  of  no  one  so  well  qualified  as  he  is 
“for  this  distant  and  difficult  task,  and  we  send  him  our  heartiest 
“greet  tings” • 

(Signed)  “F.  Louis  Sol dan,  President. 
“W.  F..  Sheldon,  Secretary”. 

Second,  the  grand  jury  on  the  subject  of  education  observes: 

“We  recognize  the  long  established  policy  of  our  gbvern- 
“ment  to  encourage  schools  and  educational  facilities,  and  would 
“say  that  our  Russian  citizens  are  as  a  class  poor  and  unacquaint¬ 
ed  with  the  rights  and  privileges  of  American  citizens,  and  that 
“non  sectarian  schools  by  fair,  honest  and  upright  persons,  not 
“prejudiced  in  favor  of  any  sect  or  creed,  should  be  established 
for  the  benefit  of  the  white  children  of  Alaska  Territory”. 
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It  will  be  observed  that  this  opinion  of  the  grand  jury  has 
reference  only  to  the  white  children  of  Alaska  territory,  which 
according  to  the  Census  report  of  1880  had  only  430  whites  in  a 
total  population  of  33,420,  or,  if  the  proportion  should  hold  true 

there,  as  it  does  often  in  other  localities,  that  one  fifth  of 

* 

the  population  may  be  reckoned  of  school  age,  their  consideration 
had  reference  to  the  white  school  population  of  only  86  out  of  a 
total  school  population  of  6,685. 

Moreover,  it  appears  that  they  were  unmindful  of  the  law 
under  which  the  territory  was  organized  and  under  which  they  were 
acting,  winch  provided  in  Section  13: 

“The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  make  needful  and  proper 
“provision  for  the  education  of  children  of  school  age  in  the 
“Territory  of  Alaska  without  reference  to  race”. 

It  should  be  observed,  also,  that  the  white  children  are 
mainly  centered  at  a  few  points.  On  this  point  I  should  also 
observe  that  Dr.  Jackson,  the  General  Agent  of  Education  in  Alaska, 
in  order  to  avoid  any  race  difficulty  that  might  possibly  arise, 
recommended  that  there  should  be  at  each  Sitka  and  Juneau  two 
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schools,  and  thus  any  race  irritation  avoided. 


Moreover,  the  teacher  supplied  to  open  the  schools  at  Sitka 
was  not  of  Dr.  Jackson’s  own  religious  denomination,  and  therefore 
he  could  not  be  subjected  to  the  charge  that  lie  was  imposing  his 
own  sect;  a\an  views  upon  the  schools  which  he  was  organizing. 


I  have  hoped  that  there  would  be  an  opportunity  to  refer 
these  data  to  Sitka  and  obtain  further  explanations.  Meantime, 
Prof.  Davis,  whom  I  have  known  as  a  correspondent  of  this  Office 
and  for  a  number  of  years  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  one  of 
the  counties  of  Pennsylvania,  and  who  has  resided  for  sometime  as 
a  teacher  in  Sitka,  a  man  I  believe  of  the  highest  character  and  of 
excellent  ability  to  judge  of  the  facts,  assures  me  of  Dr.  Jacksons 
fitness  and  efficiency  as  General  Agent  for  Education  there. 


Prof.  Dali,  an  eminent  scientist,  who  has  spent  considerable 
time  in  exploring  Alaska,  who  prepared  the  first  elaborate  volume 
in  English  on  that  country,  and  who  has  been  entrusted  with  the 
compilation  of  the  material  for  the  maps  of  Alaska  published  by 
the  Coast  Survey,  and  who  is  constantly  observing  the  situation  of 

affairs  in  Alaska,  expresses  to  me  his  regret  that  this  opposi¬ 
tion  to  schools  has  been  stirred  up  in  Sitka  and  says  that  he 
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believes  it  has  boon  concentrated  against  Dr.  Jackson  because  of 
the  ability,  fidelity  and  energy  with  which  he  has  sought  to 
servo  the  purpose  of  the  Government  there  and  his  sharpness  and 
persistence  in  exposing  the  misconduct  of  those  who  would  impose  uporu 
tho  ignorance  of  the  natives.  Indeed,  so  far  as  T  know,  Dr. 
Jackson’s  actions  and  statements  have  been  wholly  in  accord  with 
those  statements  of  the  conditions  of  things  in  that  country 
upon  which  the  President  and  the  Honorable  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  have  felt  called  upon  to  supply  new  officers  to  several 
of  the  most  important  civil  positions  in  that  country,  especially 
those  located  at  Sitka.  It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  the 
trouble  and  unpleasant  feeling  represented  in  these  papers, 
herewith  returned,  is  limited  to  Sitka,  and  that  SitKa  is  only  a 
single  point  in  the  vast  country  in  which  the  General  Agent  of 
Education  is  expected  to  operate,  and  that  no  one  aside  from  Dr. 
Jackson  appears,  so  far  as  I  know,  to  have  shown  any  such  knowledge 
or  capacity  or  fitness  for  undertaking  the  difficult  work  outside 
of  Sitka  as  he  has. 

(B. )  in  regard  to  the  indictments  found  against  Dr.  Jackson 
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by  the  grand  jury,  it  is  difficult  to  write  without  more  definite 
knowledge.  From  Prof.  Davis,  who  was  at  Sitka  at  the  time 
of  the  efforts  to  procure  indictments  against  Dr.  Sheldon  Jackson 
I  learn  that  the  first  indictment  was  for  writing  a  letter  to  the 
grand  jury,  and  the  facts  as  Prof.  Davis  understood  them  were  that 
the  grand  jury  was  to  consider  the  question  of  indicting  Dr. 

Jackson  and  he  (the  Doctor)  asked  by  letter  in  accordance  with 
their  rules  that  he  be  allowed  to  be  heard  personally,  and  as  Prof. 
Davis  understood,  they  heard  himppe r sonally  and  rejected  the 
proposed  indictment,  but  indicted  him  for  writing  the  letter. 

The  other  indictments  ostensibly  for  obstructing  the  highway, 
Prof.  Davis  assured  me  were  connected  with  the  erection  of 
buildings  for  the  Indian  training  school.  These  buildings  were 
erected  on  two  sides  of  what  is  known  as  the  “General  Davis”  road, 
and  that  in  order  to  facilitate  the  work  of  the  school  and  protect 
the  health  of  the  pupils  a  covered  way  was  built  over  the  road 
between  the  two  buildings,  and  as  T  understood  Prof.  Davis,  in  his 
judgment  there  was  in  no  sense  any  obstruction  of  the  road  in  the 
erection  of  the  buildings,  in  the  covered  way  or  the  fences,  but 

that  by  some  process  which  he  did  not  understand  five  indictments 
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of  this  character  wore  specified,  and  the  Professor  assured  me 
that  all  of  the  indictments  hi ch  were  tried  hefore  he  left  were 
dismissed.  he  believed  that  they  were  all  frivolous  and  without 

foundation  and  that  they  would  be  so  decided  in  due  time  by  the 
court  and  that  those  indictments  would  only  point  more  unmistakably 
to  Dr.  Jackson’s  efficiency  on  the  one  hand  and  ‘the  unwarr ant- 
able  spirit  on  the  other  hand  which  has  been  attempting  to  defeat 
all  the  efforts  for  the  education  of  the  natives  of  Alaska.  It 
appears  that  although  there  were  fifty  rooms  under  the  control  of 
the  Collector  of  the  Port,  that  when  the  proper  teacher  was  furnish 
od  for  the  public  school  he  first  refused,  and  then  delayed  and 
delayed  before  allowing  one  of  these  rooms  to  be  occupied  by  the 
school.  I  am  confident  that  wi  tli  new^  competent  faithful, 
public  spirited,  virtuous  and  patriotic  officers  a  new  and 
desirable  order  of  things  will  appear  in  place  of  these  troubles 
and  that  Dr.  Jackson  will  be  found  one  of  the  most  efficient 
promoters  of  this  desirable  result.  All  of  which  is  very  respect¬ 
fully  submitted.

Dear  Brother: 

We  have  seen  much  of  the  Indians  all  the  way  up  from 
Tacoma.  At  Fort  Wrangle  we  called  upon  S.  Hall  Young  and 
his  wife,  and  wore  cordially  received.  We  were  told  of  their 
work  and  their  assistants.  At  Sitka  we  of  course  went  at 
once  to  the  mission  headquarters  where  we  met  Sheldon  Jackson, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Austin,  Mr.  Kelley  and  the  lady  teachers. 

We  reached  Sitka  one  afternoon  and  came  away  tho  next. 

We  took  dinner  all  at  the  school,  just  before  coming  away. 

You  can  see  as  tho  steamer  remains  only  24  hours  all  are 
busy  reading  their  letters,  answering  thom,£c.  But  we  saw  the 

ir* 

girls  in  their  school  room,  heard  them  sing,£e.»  and  I  saw 
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ing  at  the  crowd,  whon  a  deputy  U.  S.  Marshal,  walkod  on  board 
hastily  approached  the  Dr.,  and  read  a  warrant  for  his  arrest 
and  proceeded  to  take  his  prisoner  ashore.  All  saw  it,  and 
all  wore  silent.  The  Dr.  walked  cooly  down  tho  plank,  the 
Captain  in  a  loud  voico  ordered  tho  linos  cast  off.  The  Dr. 
turned  and  shouted  "Captain,  will  you  put  my  baggage  ashore 
from  room  12?"  It  was  done  in  a  trice  and  we  moved  off,  with 
no  cheers  from  any  one,  and  Dr.  Jackson  cannot  got  away  until 
next  month's  steamer. 

The  indignation  of  tho  passengers  was  hot,  and  all  tho 
officials  of  the  territory,  the  Captain  included,  were  roundly 
denounced . 

This  striking  incident  with  what  wo  had  learned  on  shore, 

A 

has  led  us  to  got  together  the  story  of  Dr.  Jackson's  condi¬ 
tion  at  Sitka,  which  I  will  briefly  try  to  lay  before  you, thus 
serving  a  double  purpose  of  making  the  day  shorter  by  writing 
to  you  anti  giving  you  facts  which  you  will  be  glad  to  have. 

I  will  begin  by  saying  that  the  officials  of  the  terri¬ 
tory,  the  Governor,  U.  S.  Judge,  U.  S.  Marshal  and* deputies , 
tho  U.  S.  District  Attorney,  and  some  others  are  old  politi- 
cal  hacks  who  got  their  appointments  from  President  Arthur 
chiefly  if  not  wholly  to  better  their  fortunes, the  discharge  of 
official  duty  being  not  only  a  secondary  but  an  after  matter 
of  no  consequence  at  all  whon  their  own  schomes  were  to  be 
carried  out.  And  such  schemes  as  they  work  up  are  only  equal¬ 
led  by  tho  Tweed  and  like  political  bosses.  Men  on  board  who 
know  all  about  those  things  do  not  hesitate  to  say' that  thoy 
are  all  criminals  and  to  carry  out  their  plans  they  prostitute 
all  their  official  power  to  their  uses,  with  all  possible  non- 
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chalance,  as  though  that  was  what  it  was  givon  thorn  for.  Por 
instance,  horo  is  one  matter  of  the  judge  as  told  by  one  on 
board  who  has  seen  all  the  papers.  He,  tho  judge,  granted 
such  orders  and  decisions  as  to  threaten  to  destroy  tho  title 
to  a  valuable  mine,  whose  owner  lives  at  Juneau,  a  mining  town 
between  Sitka  and  Wrangle.  The  miner  saw  his  danger  and  sur- 
rendered.  Ke  goes  to  ^he  judge,  and  agrees  to  give  him  half 
his  mine  if  he  will  clear  tho  title,  and  gave  him  power  of  at¬ 
torney  to  act  entirely  for  him.  The  judge  then  employs  his 
own  father  ostensibly  for  the  minor  to  prosecute  the  minor's 
claim  in  his,  the  judge's  own  court.  You  see  tho  whole  case. 

Then  again,  all  whiskey  is  prohibited  from  entering  or 
being  sold  in  the  territory  by  Congressional  Act.  And  yet, 
in  all  these  towns,  whiskey  is  abundantly  sold,  tho  price  up 
here  at  wholesale,  being  $8.  per  gall,  which  as  recitified  at 
Portland  does  not  cost  75  cents.  Here  is  a  profit  of  about 
$800.  on  a  barrel  of  whiskey  for  some  one.  Well  who?  That 
very  whisley  goes  up  on  our  steamer  and  as  we  stop  at  midnight 
at  many  fishing  points  is  without  doubt  landed  and  sold.  1 
have  no  doubt  but  a  hundred  barrels  went  up  on  our  trip,  say 
$30,000  profit  to  somebody.  See  what  this  revenue  is  in  one 
year  and  you  get  hold  of  the  money  power  up  here.  Rut  let  one 
barrel  of  whiskey  go  up  in  any  ordinary  way  to  anybody,  not 
in  the  ring,  and  it  is  immediately  siezed  and  confiscated  by 
the  territorial  officials,  as  was  the  case  at  Sitka,  where  one 
barrel  was  consigned  to  a  friend  (1)  of  Dr.  Jackson.  Do  you 
see  how  it  works?  Well  if  you  do  you  have  the  basis  of  tho 
fight  against  Dr.  Jackson.  Tho  Dr.  is  smart  and  bright  enough 
to  know  all  those  mon  and  thoir  ways  and  is  bull  dog  enough 
to  pitch  into  them  without  gloves,  calling  them  thieves, (2)

(2)  It  is  a  mistake/.  I  did  not  so  designate  them*S.  J. 
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robbers ,&c .  Do  you  soo  what  a  fight  that  makos?  The  wondor 
to  mo  is  that  Dr.  Jackson  is  alivo  and  I  toll  you  I  shall  not 
bo  surprised  to  hoar  of  his  doath  by  the  noxt  stoamor  that 
comos  down.  And  tho  Dr.  can  do  something  bosidos  talk,  and 
that  is  what  makos  thorn  all  dosporato.  If  ho  was  a  woak  man 
thoy  would  only  outwit  him  and  laugh  at  him,  but  ho  is  a  born 
fighter.  Ho  has  weapons  and  knows  how  to  uso  them;  as  a  re¬ 
sult  all  those  officials  to  a  man  havo  boon  romovod  by  Prosi- 
dont  Cleveland,  and  Dr.  Jackson  doos  not  hositato  to  lot  thorn 
know  that  ho  caused  it.  Tho  advico  of  thoir  removals  came  a 
month  ago,  hance  all  havo  boon  down  to  Portland,  and  woro  ro- 
turning  on  tho  stoamor  with  us  as  wo  wont  up.  Tho  now  Gover¬ 
nor  tolographod  tho  stoamor  to  wait  for  him,  but  wo  of  course 
got  off  all  tho  quicker, and  tho  assistant  collector  at  Port 
Townshend  telegraphed  in  reply  that  tho  steamer  had  sailed  and 
as  a  joko  showed  us  tho  telegram  while  wo  woro  still  at  Port 
Townshend,  so  all  tho  officials  hold  ovor  a  month  longor  until 
tho  now  one  gots  on  tho  ground. 

Tho  last  grand  jury  for  tho  whole  territory  found  thir¬ 
teen  criminal  indictments,  and  six  of  those  woro  against  Dr. 
Jackson,  all  on  foolish  and  trivial  charges.  Under  this  Judge 

McAllister,  tho  Dr.  gavo  bail  in  all  theso  casos,  and  was  go- 

' 

ing  on  to  Washington  to  put  3ll  tho  facts  in  tho  hands  of  tho 
department  of  justice  there;  thoy  know  this  and  it  is  known 
that  all  theso  officials  havo  made  out  enormous  bills  of  cost 
and  have  sont  them  on  for  auditing  and  it  is  supposed  that  Dr- 
Jackson  would  interfere  with  them  if  ho  could  got  on  thoro  or 
get  to  a  telegraph  offico,  henco  his  detention.  I  can,  you 
soo,  givo  you  but  brief  details,  your  own  judgment  must  fill 
out  the  rost. 
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The  Dr.  is  fighting  a  desporato  political  cliquo  who  may 
kill  him.  I  havo  no  doubt  thoy  aro  as  wickod  men  as  eruci- 
fiod  our  Lord.  Thoy  ought  to  bo  fought  and  drivon  from  powor. 
Honce  Dr.  Jackson  has  done  and  is  doing  a  good  work.

through  Miss  Cleveland, whether  there  is  any  danger  of  his  being 
sent  back;  if  there  is  dodo,  of  course  there  is  no  necessity  of 
our  moving  in  the  matter.  Our  Committee  sent  last  week  a  card  of

People  going  out  are  William  H.  Weinland  and  wife,  Mr.  Hartmann 
and  wife,  and  John  Killbuck  of  Kansas,  an  Indian  of  the  Delewars 
Nation.  Will  leave  Bethlehem,  Pa,  about  March  24th  and  sail  from 
San  Prancisco  as  soon  as  arrangements  are  made.  And  will  probably 
locate  150  miles  up  the  Kuskokwin  River  a  little  above  the  last 
trading  post  of  the  Alaska  Commercial  Co.  Mr.  Weinland  and  Mr. 
Hartmann  visited  ther i  last  summer  and  took  sketches  of  the  people 
and  localities. 

View  No.  10  is  Mushagok  or  Pt.  Alexander  representing  the 
place  whore  the  missionaries  may  land  and  from  which  they  must 
coast  in  small  boats  to  the  station.  People  at  this  point  class 
with  the  Esquimaux.  Here  there  quite  a  number  of  villages  con¬ 
taining  two  or  three  hundred  inhabitants.  The  trader  at  this 
post  is  an  Esquimaux  with  family  and  apparently  a  family  of 
character.  Can  speak  but  little  English  but  speaks  Russian.  We 
do  not  pay  missionaries  anything  but  furnish  what  they  need  and 
pocket  money  of  &50  a  year.  Alaska  Co.  furnishes  provisions  on 
same  terms  as  to  traders,  25  per  cent  above  wholesale  cost.

°no  favorable  feature  is  that  the  Alaska  Co.  h-ave  not  brought 
in  liquor  there.  Along  the  coast  other  traders  have  introduced  it 
Alaska  Co.  favorably  disposed  to  missionaries  and  afford  them 
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evory  facility 


Missionaries  deal  with  President  of  Alaska  Co. 
Messrs  Hartmann  and  Weinland  went  there  at  the  beginning  of  June 
and  stayed  until  September*  Generally  explored  the  country. 

Think  there  is  a  population  there  within  roach  of 
missionaries  of  two  or  three  hundred  villages  and  perhaps  a 
thousand  people.  Tn  summer  transportation  by  boat.  In  winter 
they  use  sleds.  Also  another  inangiong  out,  a  Norwegian  by  the 
name  of  Torgoson  is  not  a  missionary  but  a  practical  man,  carpen¬ 
ter  etc.  Expect  cost  this  year  will  be  $6,000  that  is  the  estiaat

I  make  bold  to  trespass  on  your  time  in  the  interests  of 
education  in  Alaska . 

Two  years  ago  Congress  appropriated  $25, 000  .  00  for  public 
schools  in  Alaska .  This  year  we  must  have,  if  possible , 
$50,000. 00,  which  is  a  small  sum  when  you  consider  the  area  of 
territory  to  be  ivorked.

My  dear  Madam  and  Sister; 

I  am  in  receipt  of  letters  from  Mrs.  Dr.  Rust  and  Mrs.  McCabe  relating 
to  Unalaska,  and  the  appointment  of  some  one  to  that  field,  in  compliance  with 
Mr.  Jackson's  request.  They  have  expressed  a  wish  that  I  correspond  with  you. 
Time  is  so  short  before  our  conference  that  matters  need  to  be  adjusted  as  expe¬ 
ditiously  as  is  compatible  with  thoroughness.  As  a  matter  of  introduction  I  re¬ 
fer  you  to  a  note  in  the  last  Zion’s  Herald  from  my  Presiding  Hlder.  It  nay  be 
found  among  the  Vermont  items.  To  anticipate  some  of.  your  queries  and  save  time 
I  will  say  some  things  about  myself.  I  am  a  young  man — 24--  strong  and  healthy. 

I  trust  of  "sound  common  sense,  and  cheerful  disposition",  as  Mr.  Jackson  suggests 
in  his  letter  to  you,  of  which  I  have  a  copy  from  Mrs.  McCabe.  I  f  my  repeated 
successes  as  a  teacher  prove  anything,  I  have  also  a  certain  "aptness  to  teach". 

I  am  not  a  college  man.  I  took  a  college  preparatory  course,  with  ex¬ 
tended  courses  in  the  natural  sciences;  have  studied  medicine  for  my  own  amusement 
and  read  the  law  course  laid  down  by  our  Vermont  Bar  with  one  of  our  U.  S. 
Attorneys.  I  think  I  am  quite  as  practical  as  the  average  "college  man".  I  am 
now  a  member  of  the  Non-resident  and  Post  Graduate  Department  of  Ill.  Wesl  eyan 
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University,  for  purposes  of  scientific  correspondence  mostly. 

I  have  spent  about  two  years  in  teaching;  one  in  the  State  of  North 
Carolina  where  I  had  charge  of  a  graded  school,  the  other  in  my  own  State.  But 
what  I  think  to  be  quite  as  important ,  and  what  will,  I  think,  interest  you  as 
much,  Christian  life  and  qualifications.

But  if  you  choose  to 
address  him  on  the  subject,  I  am  willing.  It  seems  absolutely  impossible  to  sail 
as  3oon  as  the  date  mentioned  by  Mr.  Jackson,  May  10,  but  T  think  T  might  be  ready 


a  month  later. 
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Trusting  that  the  Lord  will  Himself  direct  in  these  plans  which  are  of 
so  much  importance  to  us  and  also  to  many  souls  now  in  darkness,

I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith  a  com  uni  cat  i  on  of  this  date  from  the 

* 

Commi ssi oner  of  Education,  relating  to  the  subject  of  estimate  made  by  the  Bureau 
and  heretofore  presented  to  Congress  for  appropriati on  for  education  of  children 
in  Alaska,  amounting  to  $15,000. 

The  Commissioner  states  that  since  that  estimate  was  made  he  has  received  the 
report  of  Dr.  Sheldon  Jackson  the  General  Agent  of  the  Bureau  of  Education  in 

1 

Alaska  and  having  also  had  personal  conference  with  him,  is  now  better  informed 
as  to  the  number  of  schools  established,  the  number  of  children  of  school  age,  the 
number  of  teachers  and  the  necessities  lor  school  buildings,  than  when  his  esti¬ 
mate  was  prepared. 

He  states  that  he  is  now  informed  that  there  are  in  two  sections  alone,  viz: 
from  Kadiac  westward  to  the  Aleutian  Islands  and  in  southeastern  Alaska,  at  least 
3,640  children,  and  that  there  are  from  10,000  to  12,000  children  in  the  whole 
Territory  who  ought  to  have  school  advantages.  He  therefore  recommends  that  in¬ 
stead  of  $15,000  as  heretofore  estimated  for  appropri ati on  to  the  amount  of 
$25,000  be  made  for  education  of  children  of  school  age  in  Alaska  without  refer- 
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ence  to  race. 


In  support  of  this  recommendati  on  the  Commissioner  points  to  the  fact  that 
Governor  A.  P.  Swineford  in  his  last  annual  Report,  received  since  the  original 
estimate  was  made,  recommends  that  the  sum  of  $4-0,000  should  be  allowed  for  this 
purpose. 

As  the  facts  and  information  thus  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Department 
seem  clearly  to  show  that  the  sum  of  $15,000  for  education  of  children  in  Alaska 
is  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  wants  of  that  important  branch  of  the  public  ser¬ 
vice  in  that  Territory  I  concur  in  the  recommendati on  of  the  Commissioner  that 
$25,000  be  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

I  also  t  ransmi  t  herewith  the  enclosure  accompanying  the  Commi  ssi  oner*  s  let¬ 
ter  setting  out  information  more  in  detail  on  the  subject.

Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  Conduct 

of 

Public  Schools  and  Education  in  the  Territory  of  Alaska. 


By  virtue  of  the  power  conferred  upon  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  by  the  Act  of  Congress  of  May  17,  1884,  authorizing  him 
to  make  needful  and  proper  provision  for  the  education  of  the 
children  of  school  age  in  the  Territory  of  Alaska,  without  refer¬ 
ence  to  race,  until  such  time  as  permanent  provision  shall  be  made 
for  the  same,  the  following  rules  and  regulations  1' or  the  govern¬ 
ment  oi  the  public  schools  in  Alaska  are  hereby  promulgated.

Section  1.  The  general  supervision  and  management  of 

public  education  in  Alaska  is  hereby  committed  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Education,  subject  to  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Secre¬

Alaska  a  board  to  bo  known  as  the  Territorial  Board  of  Education, 
to  whom  shall  bo  committed  the  local  management  of  the  schools 
in  that  Territory,  subject  to  the  general  management  and  super 
vision  of  the  Commissioner  of  Rducation.

be  made  to  the  General  Agent  by  said  comnittoes,  and  for  their 
services  as  members  of  such  committees,  the  Deputy  Collectors  and 
the  Comaiss loner s  shall  bo  allowed  One  Hundred  Dollars  each 
per  annum. 

Section  5.  In  each  of  these  districts  or  divisions,  the

The  purpose  of  the  Government 
is  to  make  citizens  ol  those  people  by  educating  them  in  our 
customs,  methods  and  language®  The  children  are  primarily  to  be 
taught  to  speak,  read  and  write  the  English  language®  Vocal 
music  may  also  bo  taught  in  the  schools. 


Section  7®  The  Sitka  Training  School  should  teach  the 

primary  b ranchos  of  industrial  education.  The  boys  should  be 
taught  shoemaking,  carpenter  and  cabinet  work,  printing,  and  such 
other  trades  as  are  of  use  in  the  Territory;  while  the  girls 
should  be  instructed  in  intelligent  housekeeping  and  household 
mdus  t  no  s . 

Section  8.  A  common  school  should  be  established  in  every 

settlement  where  there  are  children  in  sufficient  number,  and  at 
least  one  school  in  every  tribe  of  Indians  or  native  settlement.

There  is  no  more 
use  for  a  complete  territorial  government  and  legislature  for 
Alaska  than  there  is  for  a  cat  to  have  three  tails.  The 
thing  is  utterly  impracticable  and  needless.  I  am  afraid  it

ground.

In  the  management  and  conduct  of  the  public  schools  of  Alaskajthe  exper¬ 
ience  of  the  past  five  years  has  demonstrated  the  need  of  some  changes  in  the 
rules  and  regulations  which  control  the  school  work. 

These  changes  have  been  incorporated  in  the  revision  of  the  rules, a  co¬ 
py  of  which  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  with  this  letter,  and  to  which  I  would  ask 
your  careful  and  early  consideration. 

On  the  second  day  of  March.  l8§5  the  Hon. H.M. Teller ,  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
gave  the  Bureau  of  Education  charge  of  education  in  Alaska  and  requested  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Education  to  irritate  and  carry  out  such  methods  as  seemed  to  him 
best . 

In  compliance  with  the  above  request  the  Hon. John  Eaton  recommended  the  crea¬ 
tion  of  the  Office  of  a  General  Agent, to  whom  was  entrusted  subject  to  the  approv¬ 
al  of  the  Commissioner  of  Education  the  general  management  of  securing  teachers, 
school  supplies  &c.,  the  opening  of  schools,  t lie  visiting  and  inspecting  the  same 
and  all  the  routine  of  school  work. 


2. 


On  the  15th  day  of  June  1§§7  ,  the  Hon. L.Q.C .Lamar  Secretary  of  the  Inter¬ 
ior,  issued  a  new  set  of  rules  the  most  important  change  being  the  creation  of  a 
salaried  Board  of  Control,  called  the  Territorial  Board  of  Education  to  consist  of 
the  Governor  of  the  Territory,  the  U. 3. Judge  of  the  District  and  the  General 
Agent  of  Education.  To  these  were  subsequently  added  the  U.S.Commissioner^ who 
performs  the  duties  of  Justice  of  Peace  and  Probate  Judge  at  Port  Wrangell and 
Mr.  Willi  am  Duncan  citizen  at  MeijjtJaKahtla. 

Nearly  all  the  duties  that  had  formerly  belonged  to  the  General  Agent 
were  transferred  to  the  newly  created  Board.  The  experience  of  the  two  years 
during  which  the  Territorial  Board  has  been  in  existence  ,  has  failed  to  secure 
the  advantages  that  were  hoped  from  it. 

In  Alaska  the  settlements  are  separated  by  hundreds  of  miles  of  water. 

(For  instance  from  Sitka  to  Juneau  is  160  miles,  and  from  Sitka  to  Fort  Wrangell 
-by  steamer  route-325  miles  and  from  Sitka  to  Kodiak  622  miles,  and  irom  Sitka  to 
Point  Barrow  (the  most  distant  of  the  schools)  3000  miles  or  as  it  would  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  go  by  way  of  SanFrancisco,  551§  miles.) 

And  the  means  of  inter-communication  are  limited  and  expensive  in  south-east ern 
Alaska  being  semi-monthly  to  a  few  of  the  leading  places  and  in  western  and  cen¬ 
tral  Alaska  but  once  or  twice  a  year.  Hence  for  the  Board  to  secure  a  meeting 


requires  that  the  members  should  largely  reside  in  one  place. 
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This  makes  it  local,  and  in  the  rivalries  often  existing  between  villages  in  the 
new  sections  of  the  country  destroys  its  influence# 

The  fact  that  the  Board  was  composed  of  Territorial  Officers  necessi¬ 
tated  its  location  at  Sitka.  This  raised  an  antagonism  in  other  communities, and 
measures  proposed  for  the  welfare  of  the  schools  were  opposed  in  some  villages, 
not  because  the  measures  were  wrong  or  inexpedient,  but  because  they  had  emanated 
from  Sitka.  It  was  largely  due  to  this  feeling  that  the  obligatory  attendance 

law  became  a  dead  letter. 

Again  the  School  Board  has  no  personal  knowledge  of  the  condition  and  needs  of 
the  school  work  outside  of  two  or  three  villages  in  south-east  Alaska. 

During  the  whole  history  of  the  Board,  but  one  member  (and  he  but  once)  besides 
the  General  Agent  has  ever  seen  a  single  village  or  school  in  Alaska  out-side  of 
the  south-east  corner  of  the  Territory. 

Now  in  the  revised  rules  submitted  to  you  for  approval  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  change  is  the  making  of  a  number  of  unpaid  local  Boards  in  the  place  of  the 
one  salaried  Territorial  Board.  These  local  Boards  are  to  be  known  as  School 
Committees.  These  committees  are  to  be  appointed  in  each  village,  where  there 
are  a  sufficient  number  of  suitable  persons,  to  be  composed  of  the  best  men  in 
the  community,  who,  for  their  interest  in  education  will  give  their  services 


■  without  renumeration 


Tins  will  widen  the  circle  of  sympathy  with  the  school 
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work,  help  each  community  to  feel  that  their  local  interests  will  not  be  overlook- 

ed^and  gradually  train  a  body  of  valuable  helpers. 

«  Keeping  the  above  in  mind  I  will  briefly  call  attention  to  the  other  changes 

in  the  proposed  rules. 

In  Section  2  the  Commissioner  of  Education,  instead  ol  the  Territorial 
Board  is  authorized  to  appoint  the  District  Superintendents* 

In  Section  3  the  salary  of  the  General  Agent  is  increased  from  §1200  to 
$2400  per  annum*  This  change  has  been  frequently  and  earnestly  urged  by  the 
Territorial  Board  of  Education* 

The  General  Agent  has  received  §2100  from  the  beginning  of  his  office, 
but  hitherto  one  half  has  been  paid  by  a  Missionary  Society,  which  on  that  account 
1  has  claimed  a  portion  of  his  time.  It  is  now  proposed  that  the  Government  take 

his  whole  time  and  pay  for  it. 

Section  4*  That'  the  General  Agent  spend  his  winters  at  the  Bureau  of 
Education  in  Washington.  This  is  making  a  rule  of  that  which  has  been  done  each, 
winter  under  a  special  permit  *  — 

During  the  winter  in  Alaska  he  is  practically  shut  up  at  oitka  and  unable  to  do 
any  inspection  of  schools  except  at  two  or  three  villages  touched  by  the  mail 

steamer  twice  a  month.  The  character  of  the  work  makes  it  very  important  that 

, 

the  General  Agent  should, a  portion  of  the  time, be  in  touch  with  the  Commissioner 

. 

of  Education  and  his  Office. 

It  will  also  enable  the  General  Agent  to  secure  a  higher  grade  of 
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teachers  for  the  Alaska  schools  and  furnish  much  valuable  information  to  govern¬ 
ment  officials  and  others  interested  in  the  developement  of  that  region. 

In  Sections  7»§>9»10>H  and  12  certain  routine  duties  are  transferred 
from  the  Territorial  Boancito  the  General  Agent. 

Section  16  asks  that  a  clerk  may  be  allowed  at  the  Bureau  of  Education 
to  attend  to  the  Alaska  correspondence ,  accounts  &c.  This  is  necessitated  by  the 
growth  of  the  work* 

The  present  rules  authorize  a  salaried  Board ,Di strict  Superintendent s 

and  School  Committees  at  an  annual  expense  of  $2100.  The  proposed  rules  do  away 

CLt>  o  v  fe. 

with  the^salaries  and  provide  the  salary  of  one  District  Superintendent  in  south¬ 
east  Alaska,  at  $4§0  per  annum  and  of  one  office  clerk  at  $900  per  annum  thereby 
effecting  a  saving  of  $720  yearly. 

I  have  the  honor  to  request  your  early  consideration  of  this  matter  as 
the  sailing  of  the  vessel,  upon  which  I  am  dependent  for  transportation  necessi¬ 
tates  my  departure  from  Washington  in  a  few  days,  and  it  will  facilitate  the 
work  if  the  Alaska  clerk,  provided  for  by  these  rules  is  to  be  appointed,  that  the 
said  clerk  should  receive  some  instructions  before  my  departure.

Sir  Section  13  of  the  act  providing  a  civil  government  for  Alaska  devolves 

upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  the  duty  of  making  needful  and  proper  provision 
for  the  education  of  children  of  school  age  in  that  Territory  until  permanent 
provision  shall  be  made  for  the  same. 

The  nature  of  the  duties  assigned  by  Section  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
to  the  Commissioner  of  Education  would  seem  to  point  him  out  as  the  proper  officer 
through  whom  the  purpose  of  Congress  should  be  carried  into  execution* 

I  have  to  request,  therefore,  that  you  prepare  a  plan  of  operation  and  initiate 
such  steps  ae  are  necessary  and  proper  for  the  carrying  into  effect  the  legisla¬ 
tion  above  referred  to,  reporting  the  results  of  the  same  as  Kay  be  hereafter 
directed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  or  whenever  in  your  judgment  there 
may  be  occasion  for  so  doing.

for  educational  purposes  in  Alaska  ought  to  be  voted  irrespective 
of  the  profit  which  the  government  makes  on  the  seal  islands. 

There  is  no  relation  between  the  two  that  I  can  think  of.  My  opin¬ 
ion  is,  however,  that  a  considerable  portion  of  the  money  which  has 


been  spent  for  education  in  Alaska  has  been  misspent.  It  has  ena¬ 
bled  some  people  to  live  very  comfortably  in  the  states,  to  spend 
most  of  their  time  away  from  the  proper  theatre  of  their  work, 
to  pose  as  phi  lanthropi  sts,  and  so  on, and  has  brought  little  o  r  no 
good  to  the  Indians  of  Alaska*  For  these  reasons  I  do  not  as  at 
present  advised  favor  an  increase  of  the  appropriation  already  ex¬ 
isting  for  the  purpose  of  education  in  Alaska*

Dear  Sir: 

I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  May  28th, in  which  you 
refer  to  the  change  of  the  name  of  the  post-office  of  Howcan  to 
Jackson, Alaska, which  v/as  ordered  when  you  were  in  Washington. 

In  reply  permit  me  to  say, that  I  find  by  reference  to 
the  records  of  the  Department, the  order  making  the  change  was  sign¬ 
ed  April  11, and  papers  were  immediately  sent  to  the  postmaster  ,Mr, 
John  L. Gould, who  was  reappointed  by  the  new  order.  In  explanation 
of  the  failure  to  find  notice  of  the  change  in  the  Postal  Guide 
for  April  and  May, I  have  to  say  that  before  the  office  can  be  put 
in  operation  under  the  new  name, Mr. Gould  will  have  to  file  a  new 
bond, and  receive  his  commission.  This  new  bond  has  not  yet  been 
received  at  the  Department.  Immediately  upon  its  receipt  the  mat¬ 
ter  will  be  given  attention.

Dear  Doctor: 

The  Captain  is  writing  you  himself1, hut  I  feel  sure  he 
v/ill  not  tell  you  half  the  news  I  am  sure  you  would  enjoy  to  hear,o 
so  ashed  him  to  leave  me  the  pleasure  of  telling  all  that  has  hap¬ 
pened  since  you  left  us. 

I  thikk  the  Captain  has  come  to  the  conclusion  that  to  have  a 
minister  on  hoard  is  a  great  advantage , for  we  have  had, since  we 
parted  with  you, only  a  succession  of  storms. 

The  day  after  leaving  Ounalaska  we  encountered  a  gale, and  on  the 
ninth  of  September  we  had  to  heave  to; the  sea  was  very  rough  and 
the  fog  dense, so  the  Captain  could  not  find  the  islands , although 
he  knew  he  was  somewhere  near  St.  Paul.  We  floated  about  until  eve¬ 
ning  of  the  next  day, when  our  good  angel  drew  the  veil  aside, and 
we  anchored  at  the  S.  W.  side  of  St.  Paul  Is  laid.  On  the  13th  we  were 
obliged  to  change  our  position, and  went  around  to  the  village. 

We  took  from  here  a  number  of  the  natives  who  were  desirous  to 
visit  relatives  both  at  Ounalaska  and  St.  George’s  island; also  six 
children  for  Mrs. Tuck’s  school.  Arriving  at  St. George, Captain  Lav¬ 
ender  came  off  and  told  us  in  a  very  excited  manner  that  they  were 
firing  at  a  schooner  all  the  day  before, and  she  had  left  for  St. 
Paul.  Of  course  the  Captain  went  back, only  to  find  the  poor  little 
wood  schooner  which  was  bringing  them  material  for  warmth  for  the 
•Vinter, and  on  this  they  wasted  their  ammunition. 
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You  su-re  we  had  a  good  laugh  at  them. 

They  really  ought  to  have  two  cutters, for  the  schooners  can  see 
when  the  Bear  leaves  either  island  in  time  enough  to  get  out  of  the 

way.  Two  cutters  remaining  until  late  in  the  fall  would  prevent  this 
hide-and-go-seek  business. 

Finding  one  sea  clear  oi  schooners, we  directed  our  course  again 
towards  Ounalaska  with  our  precious  freight  of  six  little  virgins 
(as  tlie  Captain  calls  them), and  oh  what  a  time  we  had!  The  storm  was, 
as  we  thought,  about  the  worst  we  could  have.  WW  were  obliged  to  lay 
to  for  a  couple  of  days,  and  let  the  ship  fight  it  out  with  the 
wind  and  sea  as  best  she  could;  there  was  no  sleep  or  comfort  of  any 
hind  for  anybody  on  board.  We  thought  of  the  “Rush^ and  wondered  if 
she  was  enjoying  the  same  comforts  with  us, but  Mr.Muraan  told  us  you 
did  not  leave  until  the  storm  had  subsided. 

The  Captain  took  the  children  up  to  Mrs.  Tuck, who  received  them 
with  open  arms, but  told  me  afterwards  she  felt  discouraged  at  the 
sighc  of  so  many  for  so  small  a  space  as  she  had  to  put  them. 

However  , she  soon  had  them  comfortably  fixed. 

Some  of  them  were  poorly  clad, so  before  leaving  the  ship  the 
Captain  raised  a  subscription  from  the  officers, and  placed  it  in 
Mrs.  Tuck’s  hands  to  get  shoes  or  what  she  thought  proper  for  them. 

Mrs.  Tuck  received  oh  such  a  quantity  of  things  from  the  East, and 
two  very  large  boxes  from  Oakland  filled  with  clothes  for  the  chil¬ 
dren,  a  number  of  pieces  of  furnicure  and  forty  blankets. 

I  cannot  begin  to  tell  all  of  her  wealth  in  this  line. 

She  lias  been  very  busy  making  flannel  underclothes  to  keep  them 
warm, as  all  were  destitute  of  undergarments.  She  now  has  fourteen 

living  constantly  with  her. 
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On  die  23rd  of  September  we  left  again  for  die  islands, taking  with 
us  those  who  belonged  there. 

It  was  several  days  before  we  could  laud  at  St.  George.  However, 
tjie  wind  hauled  in  the  right  direction  for  the  village, and  we  an- 
chored  there. 

Captain  Lavender  came  on  board,  took  lunch  with  us, and  after-* 

waids  urged  us  to  go  ashore.  We  did  so;  I  wanted  the  Captain  so  much 
to  see  his  fur  coat. 

On  neai ing  the  shore  one  surf  came  suo.de  nl y  and  sent  our  boat 
on  one  rocks, and  there  we  stuck.  I  cannot  tell  you  how  terrified  T 
was.  I  held  on  oo  Captain  Lavender  for  dear  life, and  my  husband  with 
elie  men  worked  to  get  ohe  boat  extricated, which  they  did  after  some 
minutes  which  seemed  to  me  hours.  The  gentlemen  on  shore  came  out 
on  tne  rocks  as  far  as  they  dared, and  told  me  to  pump  and  they 
would  catch  me,buo  I  thought  it  too  risky  and  stayed  by  the  boat 
until  safely  landed.  Strange  to  say  we  did  not  get  wet;  the  roar  of  fa- 
ahd  formidable  looks  of  the  breakers  as  they  rolled  in  terrified 
me.  I  made  up  my  mind  no  more  going  ashore  on  ohe  islands  for  me. 

We  took  dinner  there. By  that  time  there  was  no  surf, so  we  avail¬ 
ed  ourselves  of  the  opportunity  to  get  back  to  the  vessel.  This  time 
Mr. Myers  was  with  us. 


~ ; o  sooner  had  we  starced  than  the  surf  came  up  for  our  benefit, 

and  I  assure  you  I  did  not  breathe  free  until  safe  upon  the  vessel’s 
deck. 

Oil  September  8th  the  wardroom  steward  became  insane,and  two  men 
had  to  watch  him  day  and  night  for  two  weeks. 


All  during  this  month  we  have  had  fearful  weather;  our  barometer 
stood  the  lowest  the  Captain  ever  saw  it  up  here,  -27. 99;  he  was  dread- 
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fully  worried.  We  drifted  fifty  miles  out  to  sea  under  reefed  top¬ 
sail  and  double  reefed  mainsail.  It  was  aperfect  hurricane;  the  sea 
ran  mountains  high  and  looked  oh  so  angry! 

I  had  to  keep  my  bed, for  I  was  unable  to  dress^fhe  ship  rolled 
so  badly.  She  would  go  way  down  to  her  boats, and  sometimes  it  did 
seem  as  though  she  never  would  right  again.  Everybody  was  anxious. 

This  lasted  three  days.  da  the  11th  of  October  we  were  on 

our  way  to  St.  Paul.  Between  St.  George  Island  and  St.  Paul ^  the  men 
were  arranging  something  about  the  second  cuteer;  I  was  at  my  usual 
seat, “the  Smoke  Stack*/  watching  them,  the  Captain  standing  near  me, 
the  vessel  going  at  full  speed, and  the  sea  very  high.  All  of  a  sud¬ 
den  one  end  of  the  boat  slipped  its  hook, and  Herman, one  of  the  men, 
fei;  into  the  sea.  The  cry  went  up  immediate ly“Man  overboard! ’’and 
before  I  could  think, the  Captain  stopped  the  vessel, ordered  the  ’ 
boat  lowered, and  was  at  his  post  in  the  mizzen  rigging, keeping  his 
Oj-e  on  tiie  mail  constantly  as  he  floated  off.  Fie  had  presence  of  mind 
to  catch  the  patent  log-line, wo un£  it  around  his  arm.  From  the  time 
he  fell,  and  the  vessel  at  full,  speed,  to  the  time  when  Fie  once  more 
was  safe  on  the  vessel, it  was  only  seven  minutes.  The  officers  were 
as  tonished. 

Although  only  a  few  minutes  in  the  water, the  poor  fellow  was  al¬ 
most  gone;  he  is  quite  a  stout  man  and  one  of  the  best. I  do  not 

think  he  is  on  duty  yet. 


We  stopped  atS.W„  Bay  St.  George  on  our  way  dov/n  to  get  the  mail. 

It  took  them  several  hours  to  come  over  from  the  village, and  the 
Captain  was  asked  to  take  the  steward  off  the  island  for  dissolute 
conduct  and  stealing. 

I  think  if  the  Government  would  establish  schools  on  either, or 
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rather,  on  both  of'  these  islands,  the  natives  would  be  greatly  bene— 
fitted  by  the  presence  of  a  man  and  wife, trained  teachers , people 
who  v/ould  be  interested  in  them. 

Under  the  present  system  of  education, the  teacher  is  employed  as 
a  book-keeper  or  seal-killer  during  the  super  months,  and  is  put 
in  charge  of  the  schools  during  the  winter, merely  to  fill  a  gap, ana, 
apparently, to  conform  to  the  clause  in  the  contract. 

The  Captain  will  send  down  his  wrecked  and  disabled  men  by  the 
Bertha. 

While  here  I  go  up  and  help  Trs.  Tuck  to  sew.  Poor  soul, she  has  so 
much  co  do.  The  children  all  seem  quite  happy;  occasionally  one  runs 
away, I  think  more  for  mischief  than  anything  else. 

I  am  glad  to  tell  you  that  INarcia  and  che  priest’s  daughters , with 
others  of  their  size  and  age  will  begin  to  go  to  Prs. Tuck’s  school 
on  Pond ay. 

Captain  Anderson  has  just  come  on  board, and  he  says  he  would 
rather  go  around  Gape  Horn  than  face  the  weather  here  in  Bering  Sea 
during  October  and  November.  We  feel  we  cannot  have  anything  worse 
than  we  have  already  had. 

Polly  is  quite  well  and  happy  and  gives  the  Captain  an  occasional 
nip, for  which  he  blesses  her.  Her  rations  are  almost  exhausted, but 
I  do  not  think  we  will  let  her  starve. 
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The  relations  subsisting  between  members  of  a  family  are 

somewhat  difficult  for  a  stranger  to  determine,  conflicting  as 
they  do  in  their  positions  with  those  of  a  similar  nature  among 
other  nations,  and  it  is  only  after  an  exhaustive,  tiresome  ques¬ 
tioning  and  cross  examination  that  the  status  occupied  by  indivi¬ 
duals  can  be  accurately  determined. 

This  difficulty  arises  from  the  fact  that  an  adoptive  obser¬ 


vance  is  in  vogue  to  a  great  extent. 


Fully  sixty  ^  of  the  fami¬ 


lies  that  have  come  under  my  observation  consist,  in  addition  to 
the  actual  offspring,  of  children  whose  parents  have  either  died. 


or,  desiring  to  be  unencumbered  with  too  great  a  progeny,  have, 
for  a  consideration,  parted  with  the  child  to  its  adoptors. 

In  common  with  Asiatic  tribes,  the  desire  for  male  descendants 


is  shared  by  these  people;  not  in  any 'way  to  perpetuate  the  family 
names  or  generation,  but  simply  to  have  the  sons  as  pro vidors  in 
the  old  age  of  the  parents  or  adoptors,  and  as  a  sequence  to  this 
males  are  adopted;  i. e. in  the  event  of  there  being  no  actual  sons. 
The  adoptors  stand  in  loco  parentis  to  these  adopted  children, 
either  male  or  female,  and  have  full  sway  over  the  child  in  every 
respect. 

Elders,  no  matter  whether  they  belong  to  different  villages, 
are  shown  respect,  their  views  and  ideas  being  consulted  in  most 
instances.  This  rule  does  not,  however,  apply  to  elderly  females, 
at  least  so  far  as  the  men  paying  any  attention  to  their  words; 
but  the  voice  of  an  old  woman  is  invariably  listened  to  in  a  coun¬ 
cil  comoosed  of  her  owm.  sex,  when  any  momentous  question  is  pro- 
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pounded,  or  the  character  of  any  person  is  to  be  criticised. 

The  father  is,  as  a  matter  of  course,  regarded  as  the  head  of 
the  family,  but  I  have  invariably  noticed  that  greater  attention 
is  paid  to  the  mother  by  the  children,  and  she  appears  to  be  the 
arbiter  of  their  future  destinies,  especially  when  they  are  about 
to  enter  into  marital  relations,  or  upon  the  point  of  undertaking 
a  journey,  or  prosecuting  some  adventure.  Still,  the  husband  is 
duly  imformed  of  any  action  pursued,  or  advice  given, by  the  wife* 
reserving  or  according  his  permission,  as  he  may  think  fit. 

What  may  be  defined  as  "patria  potestas”  among  these  people  are 
the  grandfather,  father  and  wife.  In  event  of  the  death  of  the 
parents,  the  rights  of  the  children,  if  minors,  are  cared  for  by 
the  paternal  relatives,  in  nearly  every  instance,  even  after  their 
attaining  the  age  of  puberty. 

To  acquire  the  rights  of  inheritance  or  the  priviledges  of 
“patria  potestas”  the  requisites  are,  first  ,  by  procreation; 
second,  by  adoption. 

By  procreation  I  mean  the  males  actually  begotten  by  the  parents 
whether  they  be  the  offspring  of  the  first,  second  or  third  wife. 
Generally  among. these  people  two  wives  are  the  rule,  three  the 
exception. 

An  all  pervading  spirit  of  sensuality  distinguishes  this  race, 
a  spirit  exhibited  in  their  daily  conversation  and  intercourse. 
Accustomed  as  they  have  been  for  many  years  to  visit  the  whaling 
and  trading  vessels,  they  regard  as  one  of  the  motives  for  which 
white  men  come  to  their  coasts,  a  desire  to  have  sexual  inter¬ 
course-  with  their  women,  and  indeed  in  this  conjecture  they  do  not 
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appear  to  "be  tar  wrong;,  judging  by  the  stories  and  gossip  that  may 
be  heard  from  any  whaleman  anent  the  disgusting  trafficking  which 
takes  place  when  these  women  come  on  board  the  vessels. 

Gratification  of  sensual  passions  is  found  to  an  alarming  ex¬ 
tent  among  these  people,  and  in  this  respect  they  appear  to  be  on 
a  lower  scale  than  beasts. 

The  emotions  of  love,  tenderness  .and  endearment  are  unknown  to 
them.  Indeed  I  have  seen  but  one  or  two  couples  attached  in  a 
civilized  sense  of  the  word,  and  that  for  the  reason  that  the 
husbands  were  afraid  of  the  wives  working  some  charm  against  them. 

A  woman  is  simply  used  as  a  means  of  sensual  gratification,  to 
bear  children,  males  especially,  to  sew  clothing  and  work  labor¬ 
iously  and  in  no  wise  regarded  as  a  companion  or  confidant,  unless, 
indeed,  she  by  reason  of  possessing  the  power  of  a  shaman  inspires 
terror  or  fear. 

The  children  of  the  first  wife,  that  is  to  say  the  males,  take 
precedence.  However,  should  the  first  wife  have  no  male  children, 
another  wife  is  taken,  and  her  male  offspring  are  the  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  family.  In  many  instances,  a  man  sends  his  wife  back 
to  her  relatives.  Should  ahe  have  any  children  grown  to  an  age  at 
which  they  are  able  to  take  care  of  themselves,  they  are  claimed  £ 
by  the  father;  if,  on  the  contrary,  they  are  infants,  he  is  not 
willing  to  be  troubled  with  them,  but  lets  the  mother  keep  them, 
claiming  them,  however,  when  he  pleases. 

Inheritance  by  adoption  only  takes  place  when  both  heads  of  the 
family  so  agree,  having  no  male  children  of  their  own. 
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That  a  wife  is  "but  a  wife  in  name  and  is  often  cruelly  treated 
may  be  safely  stated.  People  who  prostitute  their  wives  and 
daughters  for  the  sake  of  a  few  plugs  of  tobacco,  who  regard  co¬ 
habitation  with  their  daughters  and  step-daughters  as  trivial 
matters,  are  very  low  indeed  in  the  scale  of  human  life. 

The  methods  of  courtship  and  marriage  are  of  the  rudest  descrip¬ 
tion.  A  man  sees  a  girl  whom  he  deems  able  to  work  for  him  and 
attend  to  his  household  affairs,  or  an  elderly  buck  desires  an¬ 
other  wife:-  the  women  so  soughtare  talked  over  by  their  elders., 
presents  of  deer  skins  or  some  articles  of  food  are  sent  to  her, 
and  she  generally  succumbs. 

It  can  be  safely  stated  that  girls  as  soon  as  they  reach  the  age 
of  puberty (  13  or  14  ), .deem  it  no  disgrace  to  submit  to  the  em¬ 
braces  of  the  male  sex.  They  have  special  favorites  among  the 
males,  and  with  these  they  permit  intercourse.  Their  actions  are 
not  regarded  in  the  light  of  wrongdoing,  and  in  no  way  serve  as  a 
bar  to  an  entrance  in  a  family  as  a  wife. 

The  coast  natives  are  not  in  the  habit  of  permitting  their  wives 
to  share  the  bed  of  a  traveller,  but  this  practice  is  common  among 
the  island  natives. 

It  is  a  rare  event  to  find  a  man  keeping  for  any  long  period  the 
woman  that  he  first  chose  to  share  his  bed  and  board.  Permanency 
in  the  position  is  something  unknown,  and  I  have  known  one  man  to 
have  six  different  women  in  one  year.  Those  that  he  discarded 
soon  became  domiciled  in  other  houses.  Nevertheless  the  women  are 
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naturally  inclined  to  bo  virtuous  and  modest,  and  were  it  not  for 
the  pressure  brought  to  bear  by  the  bucks,  the  brothers,  fathers 
and  mothers,  the  girls  would  not  allow  the  whalemen  to  have  il¬ 
licit  intercourse  with  them. 

The  inland  tribes  so  far  do  not  prostitute  their  women  on  the 
ships,  but  it  is  to  be  feared  that  their  cupidity,  excited  by  li¬ 
quor,  will  soon  result  in  their  debasement. 
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GETEiC-tL  REPORT. 

TI^Q7  House.  In  the  fall  the  house  was  bankeci  with  snow,  and 
has  been  quite  comfortable  all  through  the  winter.  The  floor  beneath 

the  range  in  the  living  room  has  settled  some  five  or  six  inches,  caus¬ 
ing  doors  go  sag.  .joints  to  open,  and  all  out  of  shape.  In  February 

we  had  a  thaw  ana  everything  in  ana  about  the  house  was  flooded,  and 
some  articles  damaged.  Frost  haa  collected  in  the  chamber  between 
the  wails  ana  floors;  wherever  a  warm  current  of  air  or  vapor  from 
stoves  happened  to  meet  cola  air,  frost  would  collect  For  this  T  can 
suggest  no  remeay.  Covering  the  roof  with  canvass,  flooring  and  ceil¬ 
ing  the  chamber  may  Keep  out  some  frost,  but  whether  enough  to  pay  for 
the  expense  is  doubtful.  The  roof  leans  in  some  places  but  the  leans 
can  easily  be  stopped. 

I  would  suggest  that  our  store-house  be  coverea  and  made  rain 
nd  snow  proof.  This  can  easily  be  done,  either  by  j

getting  soaked.  plany  articles  damaged'-  a  few  bags  of  flour  condemned. 
The  sea  was  partly  frozen  over,  but  the  gale  broke  up  the  ice  and. 

pilea  it  up  all  along  the  shore  and  on  the  bars  in  the  offing  to  an 
ehorirous  height.  Such  was  the  pressure  upon  the  ice  that  it  was  push¬ 
ed  up  to  within  a  few  feet  of  the  station,  more  than  a  hundred  feet 
from  the  water’s  eage.  and  we  were  all  routed  out  at  mianight  in  fear 
of  being  swept  inland,  house  anu  all. 

Snow:-  we  have  haa  but  about  two  instead  of  six  feet,  as 
last  winter.  The  coldest  weather  was  in  January,  when  the  thermometer 

stood  at  -  19.  9. 

Fresh  Supplies.  Deer  have  been  quite  plentiful  as  obtained 

from  the  natives,  and  we  have  been  well  supplied  with  aeer .  tish,  pucks 
■ana  ptarmigan.  Fish  are  caught  by  the  natives  on  trie  rivers  soon 

after  they  are  frozen  over.  A  small  pen  some  three  ana  one-half  feet 

by  two  anti  a  half,  anu  one  anu  oue-halfl  deep  is  maue  from  canes  of  ice. 
the  fish  placed  in  it  anu  then  water  thrown  in  ana  all  frozen  together, 
anu  we  have  a  solid  bloc*  of  fish  reauy  for  transportation.  Tn  this 
state  they  are  brought  in  on  sleus.  placed  in  the  store-house  tor  win 

ter  use  anu  chipped  off  as  occasion  requires.  One  species  very  much 
resembling  the  lane  white  fish,  is  excellent  anu  needs  no  further  re¬ 
commendation.  Duck  anu  ptarmigan  are  obtained  by  our  own  Runs,  otar 
rtRan  in  the  fall.  uucK  in  the  fall  and  spring.  Vast  fall  we  Uiu  « 
about  three  hundred  eider  and  canvass  bac*  uucks.  ana  a  gcoa  sup  .. 
ptarmigan.  This  spring  on  their  migratory  journey  north  we  have  laid

Water  supply.  file  only  water  for  domestic  use  that  could  be 
obtaineo  was  from  small  shallow  pools  on  the  tundra,  which  in  a  arv 
season  was  hardly  drinkable:  so  last  summer  we  excavated  a  piece  of 
Lunar a  and  formed  an  ice  pona,  about  five  rods  from  the  house.  This 
pona  lias  given  us  a  large  supply  of  excellent  ice  for  winter  use.  and  w 
we  anticipate  our  summer  supply  of  water  fropi  the  same  source.  What 
we  now  need  is  to  prevent  this  pona  from  becoming  fowl  or  contaminated. 
This  requires  authority  oo  prevent  natives  and  others  from  building 
within  certain  limits  of  one  station,  say  three  hundred  yards. 

When  tiie  station  was  built,  there  was  not  a  native  house 
within  half  a  mile  of  it.  Now.  however,  there  are  half  a  doxen  within 
four  hunarea  yards,  mostly  around  the  P.  S.  W.  Co. ’s  station  ano  if  al¬ 
lowed  to  increase,  tiie  large  number  of  natives  with  their  scores  of 
dogs,  all  very  filthy,  will  soon  compel  us  to  go  a  long  distance  in 
order  to  obtain  anything  line  a  pure  article  of  water.  The  water  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  tunara  owing,  in  my  opinion,  oo  a  vegetable  acia.  n 
very  destructive  to  all  sorts  of  tin-ware,  eating  through  it  m  a  short 

time:  but  whether  it  is  injurious  oo  health  I  have  not  been  able  oo 
learn.

Births  and  Deaths.  During  ohe  past  year  at  Gape  Smy'the  vil¬ 
lage  there  have  been  but  four  births,  while  in  the  same  time  there  have 
been  seventeen  deaths,  among  them  the  principal  chief,  whose  dea th  was 
owing  ch  the  excessive  use  of  alcoholic  drinks.  During  the  two  winters 

past  he  has  been  on  his  drunken  bouts  or  suffering  from  delirium  tre¬ 
mens  nearly  all  the  time.  When  she  whaling  season  opened  this  summer 
he  went  out  on  the  ice  with  his  canoe,  but  being  so  far  reduced  in 
strength  as  to  be  obliged  to  abandon  whaling  and  come  in.  ana.  soon 

after  died. 

Of  the  births,  one  child  was  out  on  the  ice.  but  it  died  be¬ 
fore  it  could  be  brought  to  land.  One  great  reason  for  so  few  bixths 
is  che  great  dread  the  females  have  of  being  put  out  into  a  snow  house 
in  the  wintertime  during  tneir  confinement.  A  limited  amount  of  food 
and  clothing  is  furnished,  but  all  care,  attention  and  communication 
prohibited.  In  this  condition  they  must  remain  for  a  certain  number 
of  cays:  some  freeze,  some  starve,  while  many  die.  Wo  wonder  the  fe¬ 
males  areau  the  oraeal  and  do  all  they  can  to  prevent  child-bearing. 

Vne  school.  School  has  been  he la  in  the  north  room  of  the 
station  the  greater  part  of  the  time  since  last  uceobtr.  bat  whett 
has  benefited  the  natives  I  am  unable  to  say.  I  have  asAeo  Mr.  Ste¬ 
venson.  the  teacher,  for  the  number  of  pays  school  has  been  iceot  ana 
the  average  attendance,  bpt  for  some  reason  he  aeclmes  to  answer. 

In  my  opinion  the  average  has  not  been  more  than  five  ox  six.  ana  t  ose 

are  transient,  whose  parents  are  employed  by  the  P.S.W.Co.  and  close 
to  tire  station. 
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At  first  the  natives  were  struck  with  the  novelty  of  the 
school  ana  the  children  came  in  for  m  while  quite  regular 3 v.  But  the 

novelty  scon  wore  off  ana  then  the  pupils  began  to  drop  off.  first  the 

eiuest  boys  then  the  smaller  boys  ana  girls.  leaving  only  the  elder 

ana  larger  girls  as  pupils  of  the  school.  Only  two  or  three,  ana  they 

only  for  a  shore  dime,  have  ever  made  any  pretence  at  all  of  coming  to 

school  from  Cape  Smyche  village,  for  whose  benefit  this  school  is  re- 

poriea  to  be  locatea. 

It  seems  as  though  these  chilaren  shoula  be  taught  something 

more  than  to  repeat  parrot- like  or  imitate  a  copy.  These  children  ex¬ 
cel  in  writing  after  copy  ana  imitating  characters,  and  although  these 

qualifications  are  excellent  in  their  way.  without  making  them  appli¬ 
cable  are  almost  useless.  All.  or  nearly  all.  the  pupils  of  the  seho3> 

can  tell  that  the  figures  2  and  4  make  6.  but  I  doubt  if  there  is  a 

single  one  that  can  tell  that  two  booxs  and  four  books  make  six  boo.xs. 
From  a  long  acquaintance  of  the  habits  of  the  Eskimo  people.  T  am  fine¬ 
ly  convinced  that  they  will  eagerly  grasp  at  the  great  advantages  to 
them  of  ob ,iect- teaching...

The  manager  of  the  P.  S.  W.  Go.  has  amde  application  for  a  bar¬ 
rel  of  molasses  to  celebrate  the  successful  catfoh  of  whales,  but  the 
application  was  denied.  It  is  reported,  and  I  nave  reasons  for  believ¬

Stores  ana  Provisions.  Four  boxes  of  dried  oeaches,  aggre- 
gating  100  pounds,  that  came  up  last  summer  were  found  on  examination 
to  be  masses  of  crust.  The  peaches  haa  been  eaten  by  insects,  and  as 
they  cannot  live  in  this  country  the  peaches  must  have  been  worthless 
when  shipped.  These  have  been  condemned. 

Pickled  onions  are  fair.  Only  one  Keg  of  mixed  pickles  have 
been  opened,  and  these  found  to  be  so  salt  a.s  to  be  almost  uneatable. 

I  holu  what  now  remains  on  hana  for  examination,  and  if  found  like  the 


leg  opened,  I  suggest  that  they  be  returned  to  the  party  who  furnished 
them,  and  he  or  they  be  compelled  to  refund,  the  station  with  a.  fair 

quality. 

h  is  not  my  intention  to  find  fault  or  complain,  bun  as  a 

lovernment  officer  I  consider  io  a  duty  incumbent  on  me  to  inborn-1  the 
Department  as  near  as  possible  of  tiie  true  condition  of  the  stores  a  no 

all  affairs  connected  with  this  station.

We  send  you  a  report  for  each  school  month,  two  tabulated 
reports ,  with  explanatory  reports ,  and  a  brief  annual,  report . 
The  last  could  not  be  inade  perfectly  satisfactory  as  to  de¬ 
tails  without  ivaking  it  longer  than  we  thought  jou  want  it • 

We  have  sent  a  long  letter  for  the  missionary ,  Mayalsine  to 
Dr.  Strieby, ,  however;  and  you  can  get  all  essential  details 
f  rom  that,  as  we  hive  asked  him  to  send  you  a  copy. 

The  discrepancy  between  the  whole  number  of  minors  given  in 
our  school  reports  as  living  here  and  the  number  in  attendance 
is  to  be  accounted  for  by  two  facts :  towards  the  latter  part 
of  the  session  especially  we  found  it  advisable  to  admit  and 
enroll  a  number  of  pupils  under  6  who  attended  school  with 
their  mothers,  brothers,  or  sisters;  and  some  pupils  came  in 
towards  the  last  of  the  session  who  are  really  residents  of 
adjacent  s  ettl  ements  up  and  down  the  coast . 

Our  school  work  has  lasted  each  day  from  three  to  four 
hours ,  instead  of  six;  the  smaller  children  soon  grow  restless 
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and  the  larger  minors  and  adults  utv  often  so  broken  down  from 
a  daj's  hunt  tlxit  they  go  to  sleep  in  spite  of  their  best 
endeavors  to  keep  awake;  so  longer  sessions  are  not  desirable. 

i 

Beside s,  we  doubt  whether  we  could  have  found  more  time  for 
teaching .  No  one  who  has  never  been  through  such  an  experi¬ 
ence  can  form  any  idea  of  how  much  time  and  energy  are  neces¬ 
sary  for  cooking ,  washing ,  fetching  water  and  wood  and  coal , 
fill  ing  lamps,  building  ft  res ,  sweeping  and  dusting ,  making 
and  menaing  clothes ,  and  all  the  further  innumerable  details 
°f  our  school  work .  Add  to  these  constant  calls  to  doctor 
natives ,  trade  for  food,  boats ,  etc.,  and  you  can  see  that  we 
must  have  been  kept  very  busy .  Most  of  our  ins  true  ti  on  was 
necessarily  oral ,  and  for  this  first  year,  at  least ,  we  found 
it  inconvenient  to  divide  our  pupils  into  classes .  All  were 
instructed  in  all  branches . 

We  taught  ten  dags  in  August  and  six  days  in  June ;  the  lat¬ 
ter  were  added  to  May .  The  suspensi  ons  indi  cated  in  our  re¬ 
port  were  absolutely  necessary .  T)iis  summer  we  are  going  to 
build  a  high  fence  around  the  house  to  prevent  sliding  on  the 
roofy  knocking  on  the  lualls,  and  other  miscellaneous  boyish 
pranks •  As  the  seasons  seem  to  vary  here  consi  de rubly  ana  so 
many  are  absent  in  Septembe  r,  perhaps  it  would  be  better  to 
let  us  teach  from  Sept .  15th  to  June  15th . 
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We  send  you  a  box  of  curios ,  which  we  hope  will  reach  jou 
in  safety .

In  the  light  of  further  experience t  roe  are  inclined  to 
recommend  that  the  session  be  shortened  so  as  to  last  only 
eight  calendar  months ,  from  Oct .  1st  to  June  1st •  The  natives 
do  not  return  from  their  summer  trading  voyages  and  get  set¬ 
tled  until  Oct .  1st;  after  June  1st  they  are  all  engaged  in 
walrus  hunting— boys,  girls ,  and  women ,  as  well  as  men . 

Besides ,  they  seem  to  get  tired  of  a  long  session;  ana  the 
proposed  change  ivould  enable  us  to  get  a  much  better  average 
daily  attendance  for  the  whole  session .  We  should  expect  to 
take  only  tioo  days '  holiday  during  that  time ,  one  at  Thanks¬ 
giving,  and  the  other  at  Christmas •

A  BILL 


Providing  representation  in 


Congress  for  Alaska. 


He  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repvesenta- 
tives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled, 
That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  hereby  authorized,  in 
his  discretion,  to  detail  the  governor  or  secretary  of  Alaska 
for  attendance  upon  any  regular  or  special  session  of  Con¬ 
gress  as  a  Delegate  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  who 
shall  he  entitled  to  mileage,  as  provided  by  law  for  Represent¬ 
atives  and  Delegates,  hut  shall  receive  no  other  compensation 
under  such  detail. 

Sec.  2.  That  such  Delegate  shall  have  same  privileges 
on  the  floor  of  the  House  and  in  its  deliberations  as  Territorial 


Delegates  have,  but  shall  not  he  entitled  to  a  distributive  share 
oi  public  documents  or  to  the  franking  privilege. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  order  of  the  Secretary  making  a  detail 
of  Delegate  as  aforesaid  may  at  any  time  be  revoked  by  him.

The  work  of  collecting  statistics  of  population,  resources,  and  industries  of  Alaska,  conducted 
under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Ivan  Petroff,  Special  Agent,  though  beset  by  all  the  difficulties  to  be 
encountered  in  a  vast,  wild,  and  unsettled  country,  has  now  reached  a  stage  permitting  of  the 
publication  of  at  least  partial  figures. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  investigation  the  territory  was  divided  into  seven  districts,  and  to  each 
of  them  was  assigned  one  or  more  assistant  special  agents. 

The  following  summary  of  the  population  of  Alaska  by  districts,  as  far  as  returns  have  been 
received,  including  color  and  sex,  is  herewith  given  :

Of  the  number  enumerated  thus  far  in  Alaska,  2,125  Chinese  and  1,901  white  fishermen  were 
temporarily  employed  in  the  salmon  canneries,  while  in  the  seventh  district  400  white  and  80  colored 
men  were  temporarily  employed  in  the  whaling  industry. 

The  population  of  Alaska,  as  shown  in  the  table,  is  21,929,  as  far  as  received,  but  upon  the 
completion  of  the  enumeration,  which  is  now  near  at  hand,  it  is  expected  there  will  be  an  increase  in 
number  in  the  various  districts  as  follows :  In  the  fourth  district,  2,000  Eskimo ;  in  the  fifth  district, 


C.  O.  P. — 8m 
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2,500  Eskimo ;  in  the  sixth  district,  2,000  ;  on  the  island  of  Nunivak,  300  ;  and  in  the  seventh  district, 
1 ,600,  or  an  aggregate  of  8,400  to  be  added  to  the  present  total. 

The  first  or  southeastern  district  of  Alaska  embraces  the  territory  lying  between  the  southern 
boundary,  in  latitude  54°  40'  north,  and  the  northern  shore  of  Yakutat  bay,  in  latitude  60°  north.  Its 
eastern  limit  is  defined  by  an  irregular  line  running  parallel  with  the  coast,  and  is  described  in  the 
treaties  of  1824  and  1825  as  “  following  the  summits  of  the  coast  range”  at  a  distance  of  not  more 
than  three  marine  leagues,  or  thirty  miles,  from  the  seashore.  The  waters  of  the  North  Pacific  lave 
the  entire  western  shore  of  the  district.  The  entire  strip  of  mainland  lying  within  these  boundaries  is 
mountainous  in  character,  interspersed  at  intervals  with  huge  glaciers,  and  is  throughout  exceedingly 
rugged  in  contour. 

The  Stikine  river  is  the  only  navigable  stream  on  this  coast,  emptying  its  muddy  current  into 
the  deep  and  placid  waters  lying  sheltered  behind  hundreds  of  wooded  islands  forming  the  Alexander 
archipelago. 

The  superficial  area  of  the  district  is  estimated  at  about  28,000  square  miles  (about  that  of  Maine), 
but  the  navigable  waterways  between  its  islands  and  shores  have  an  aggregate  length  of  two  or  three 
thousand  miles. 

Nearly  all  of  the  settlements,  with  the  exception  of  Juneau,  Chilkat,  and  a  few  small  mining  and 
fishing  camps,  are  located  on  islands. 

Owing  probably  to  its  greater  accessibility,  this  district  has  been  the  recipient  of  all  the  attention 
thus  far  bestowed  upon  Alaska  by  the  general  government  in  the  way  of  law  courts,  mail  service,  etc. 
For  many  years  a  well-equipped  steamship  line  has  afforded  excellent  opportunities  to  tourists  and 
business  men  to  visit  this  section,  and  its  general  features,  glacial  wonders,  and  grand  scenery,  as  well 
as  its  curious  native  population,  have  to  a  considerable  degree  become  familiar  to  our  people. 

The  enumeration  of  this  district  was  intrusted  to  two  special  agents :  Mr.  Miner  W.  Bruce,  to 
whom  was  assigned  the  territory  lying  south  of  the  line  running  westward  from  cape  Fanshawe  along 
Frederick  sound,  and  Mr.  Henry  Boursin,  who  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  section  extending  northward 
from  this  line  to  Yakutat  bay.  Both  of  these  men  began  their  enumeration  in  May,  1890,  but  as  the 
greater  part  of  their  work  had  to  be  performed  without  the  advantage  of  steamer  travel,  they  did  not 
complete  their  task  until  late  in  November  of  the  same  year.  Partial  results  of  this  laborious  but 
careful  enumeration,  which  was  conducted  to  a  considerable  extent  with  the  help  of  interpreters,  is 
embodied  in  a  series  of  tables,  numbered  from  I  to  IV,  inclusive.

The  following  is  a  report  of  school  attendance  in  the  first  district  for  the  census  year,  as  furnished 
by  the  teachers  of  the  various  educational  institutions.  Considering  the  nature  of  the  population, 
widely  scattered  in  small  settlements,  the  showing  of  1,049  scholars  in  attendance  out  of  a  total  of 
1,755  persons  between  the  ages  of  five  and  seventeen  years  is  certainly  a  remarkable  one.  The  number 
of  natives  speaking  English  does  not  much  exceed  that  of  the  scholars  enrolled.

Table  I  gives  the  total  population  of  the  first  district  by  nativity,  color,  and  sex,  and  number  of 
persons  of  school  age  (from  5  to  17  years).  Though  the  white  element  of  the  population  lias  greatly 
increased  in  number,  the  total  for  the  district,  owing  to  a  decrease  among  the  native  tribes,  falls  a 
little  below  that  of  the  census  of  1880.  The  descendants  of  early  intermarriages  between  Russians 
and  native  women,  who  in  1880  numbered  230  in  this  district,  have  diminished  to  161,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  these  tables  they  are  incorporated  with  the  whites,  where  they  perhaps  properly  belong. 
Owing  to  the  fact  that  many  individuals  of  this  class,  who  were  designated  as  creoles  in  the  last 
census  (the  Russian  term  for  half-breed),  were  born  in  Russian  America  before  Alaska  became  an 
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integral  part  of  the  United  States,  a  corresponding  number  of  them  figure  among  the  foreign-born 
element  in  this  table.  In  the  other  districts,  however,  where  this  mixed  class  of  population  still  forms 
a  distinct  element,  which  promises  to  be  perpetuated  by  frequent  intermarriage  with  the  Eskimo  race, 
they  have  been  separately  enumerated  under  the  head  of  “  mixed,”  as  the  term  creole  is  certainly 
misleading. 

There  are  also  in  this  district  a  certain  number  of  foreign  Indians,  the  Tsimpseans  of  British 
Columbia,  who  migrated  to  Alaska  tlmee  years  ago  and  established,  under  the  leadership  of  Rev. 
William  Duncan,  a  model  settlement  at  Port  Chester,  on  Annette  island. 

Of  the  people  enumerated  in  this  district,  324  Chinese  and  342  white  fishermen  and  packers, 
temporarily  employed  in  the  salmon  canneries,  should  be  deducted  as  transients,  while,  on  the  other 
hand,  probably  not  over  200  or  300  Indians  were  absent  at  the  time  of  the  enumeration  on  hop-picking 
expeditions  in  the  state  of  Washington.  Arrangements  have  been  made  to  ascertain  the  number  of 
these  absentees  during  the  present  winter,  when  they  are  all  at  home. 

The  preponderance  of  transients  among  the  white  element  of  population  in  this  district  is 
exemplified  by  the  relative  proportion  in  the  number  of  males  and  females,  the  former  predominating 
at  a  ratio  of  3  to  1. 

Table  II  exhibits  the  distribution  of  the  native  tribes  inhabiting  the  first  district  by  sex  and 
location.  The  majority  of  these  natives  belong  to  the  Thlinket  family,  which  has  been  subdivided 
into  eleven  tribes.  In  addition  to  these  are  the  Hydahs  and  the  Tsimpseans,  the  latter  mentioned 
heretofore  as  late  immigrants  from  British  Columbia.  The  total  of  this  table  shows  an  astonishing 
decrease  in  the  number  of  these  Indians  when  compared  with  the  figures  of  the  Tenth  Census  and  with 
those  contained  in  recent  executive  and  educational  reports. 

Table  III  furnishes  an  exhibit  of  all  persons  who  are  able  to  read  and  write  and  speak  English, 
arranged  by  settlements,  and  giving  color,  nativity,  and  sex.  This  table  also  illustrates  the  prevalence 
of  the  transient  element  in  the  white  population  of  the  first  district. 

Out  of  a  total  of  1,462  white  males,  1,418  are  reported  as  being  able  to  read  and  write,  while  those 
of  the  same  class  of  school  age  are  reported  as  numbering  112,  leaving  but  an  insignificant  percentage 
for  the  number  of  small  children.  Of  418  white  females,  288  are  reported  as  being  able  to  read  and 
write.  Among  the  native  population  the  percentage  of  literacy  is  not  very  large.  Out  of  4,836  native 
Indians,  381  can  read  and  write,  while  those  who  can  speak  English,  at  least  after  a  fashion, 
number  976. 

fable  I\  contains  an  exhibit  of  the  number  of  males  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  over  in  the  first 
district,  native  born  or  naturalized  by  treaty  or  otherwise,  who  would  be  entitled  to  vote  should 
Alaska  be  granted  a  representative  government.  The  total  number  is  969,  of  whom  69  are  among  the 
transients.

Your  letters  of  the  12th  and  the  17th,  ultimo,  I  received 

by  the  last  boat.  In  your  letter  of  the  12th,  you  surest  that  I 
write  another  strong  letter  to  the  Attorney  General,  relative  to 
Judge  Pugbee, since  an  effort  was  being  made  to  have  the  request  for 
his  resignation  withdrawn.  For  some  unaccountable  reason  it  got 
into  my  head,  that  there  was  some  influence  as  ™ork  at  Washington 
to  undo  all  we  had  so  far  accomplished  in  this  fight,  and^  I  gather¬ 
ed  it  more  from  the  statements  made  by  Pugbee,  such  as, "that  he 
would  hold  a  term  of  court  at  Wrangel  in  the  coming  month,  of  March," 
and  other  hints  he  dropped  to  the  effect,  "that  if  every '"fame  out 
all  right,  he  might  give  us  a  term  at  Juneau  during  the  winter,  if 
the  calendar  ."justified  it,  fee.,"  so  I  thought  it  best  to  get  in  all 
the  charges  I  could,  and  consequently  sendi  in  further  charges  of 
and  concerning  his  vile  and  disgraceful  conduct  while  holding  the 
last  November  term,  at  Juneau,  when  Pugbee  was  in  a  most  revolting 
drunken  condition  during  all  of  said  term,  and  that  at  a  time  when 
he  was  trying  the  sealing  cases  and  had  to  pass  upon  questions  then 
of  International  in+.erest.  I  made  a  clear  statement,  called  a  spad- 
a  spade,  and  earnestly  begged  the  President  to  interfere  and  order 
an  investigation  of  the  charges  preferred  by  me.  This  letter  was 
answered  by  the  President’s  private  secretary  on  the  1  hth  of  Decem¬ 
ber  last,  three  days  after  you  wrote  your  first  laetter,  and  it  is 
very  probable  that  my  latter  reached  there  just  in  time  to  change 
the  conditions  then  working  in  Pugbee' s  favor. 

I  feel  much  as  you  do,  and  that  is  that  Pugbee 's  removal  is  a 

source  of  congratulation  to  us,  and  I  hope  it  will  never  be  our 
misfortune  to  harbor  among  us  another  official  who  shall  prove  as 
bad  as  Pugbee  has  shown  himself. 

Mrs.Heid  and  the  baby  are  in  good  health,  and  join  me  in  wish¬ 
ing  you  a  happy  New  Year.

Sir: 


In  the  Sundry  Civil  Appropriation  Rill,  the  amount  recommended  for  the 


education  of  children  in  Alaska  is  $4^,000. 

This  fund  has  been  receiving  an  appropriation  of  $50,000  for  the  last  thre< 


years. 


But  in  the  meantime  the  schools  have  been  advancing  so  that  a  larger 


amount  of  money  is  required  to  keep  them  in  efficient  operation.  It  has  beon 
possible  to  keep  within  the  present  appropriation  only  by  practicing  great  economy 
and  by  gradually  reducing  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  and  the  amounts  granted  to 


the  missionary  organizati ons  maintaining 


contract  schools  in  that  country. 


If  only  $40,000  is  appropriated  for  education  in  Alaska  du n ng  the  coming 
year,  it  will  be  necessary  not  only  further  to  reduce  the  salaries  of  the 
teachers,  to  employ  teachers  of  an  inferior  grade,  but  it  will  also  cause  the 

suspension  of  some  of  the  existing  schools. 

With  $50,000,  the  amount  received  for  the  last  three  years,  by  decreasing 

the  amounts  given  to  the  teachers  and  the  missionary  societies,  I  can  keep  open 
all  the  schools  at  present  established.  But  there  are  several  places  that 
have  been  clamoring  for  schools  for  the  last  five  years:  some  of  these  places 


are  located  in  centers  from  one 


to  five  hundred  miles  from  any  schools.

Schools  have  been  promised  them  just  as  soon  as  the  appropriation  would  permit. 

If  Congress  gives  us  the  $80,000  asked  for  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
it  will  be  possible  to  keep  the  school  system  up  to  its  present  standard,  and 

also  to  establish  a  few  schools  where  they  are  most  needed. 

As  the  Government  has  received  about  $9,000,000  of  revenue  from  the  Seal 
Islands  alone  during  the  last  twenty  years,  and  as  it  will  probably  receive  from 
$15,000,000  to  $20,000,000  from  the  same  source  during  the  next  twenty  years, 
it  seems  not  unreasonable  to  request  that  y 60,000  be  taken  from  the  revenue 

ived  from  Alaska  and  returned  to  the  people  of  that  country  for  the  education 


receiv' 


of  their  children. 

Will  you  not  try  to  have  the  .mount  raised  to  §60,000  in  the  House  by  an 
amendment ?  I  feel  sure  that  there  are  enough  friends  of  education  and  humanity 

in  both  parties  who  will  gladly  vote  to  increase  the  sum. 

This  is  a  matter  of  vital  importance  to  the  people  of  Alaska,  or  I  would 

not  venture  to  intrude  upon  your  time.

Dear  Sirs 

It  has  been  with  considerable  anxiety  that  the  Missionaries  of  Alaska 

view  the  pending  legislation  in  regard  to  our  liquor  laws. 

This  country  most  surely  does  not  need  more ' whi skey ,  but  rather  less. 

It  is  heartrending  very  at  the  present  status,  but,  surely  an  increase 
in. the  consumption  of  smuggled  whiskey  will  not  lessen  crime  nor  raise  the  tone 
of  society.  What  we  need  evidently  is  an  iron  hand  to  enforce  the  present 
liquor  laws,  with  probably  some  enactments  to  more  clearly  define  positions, 
conditions,  requirements  etc.  on  various  other  subjects  outside  the  liquor 
business.  It  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  if  the  general  Government  would 
apply  half  the  sum  of  the  present  expenses,  outside  of  salaries,  toward  a 
successful  exclusion  of  intoxicants  from  the  Territory  that  there  would  soon  be 
a  more  respectable  state  of  things  existing.  This  could  only  be  done  by 


providing  three  or  four  steam  launches  to  ply  the  channels,  having  them  manned  by 
conscientious  officials,  including  revenue  officers  with  authority  to  search 
every  sloop  or  vessel  coming  within  range.  These  small  steam  vessels  need  not 
cost  over  2500  or  3000  dollars  each  and  no  doubt  would  largely  pay  for  them 
selves  by  collecting  duties  on  smuggled  goods  as  well  as  save  expenses  in  our 
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mock  courts  of  justice. 


I  had  quite  an  interview  with  Deputy  U.  3.  Marshal  Harry  Boursin 
last  evening  in  regard  to  various  topics  of  interest  to  one  living  in  Alaska. 

He  remarked  that  "to  find  an  Indian  that  did  not  indulge  in  strong  drink  would 
be  to  find  one  that  could  be  relied  on  in  most  every  way,  and  that  one  that  drank 
was  capable  of  committing  any  crime".  This  being  true,  and  I  do  not  doubt  it, 
the  big  thing  for  the  bettering  of  the  natives  is  to  pulverize  the  rum  traffic, 
and  second,  to  somehow  bring  the  law  to  bear  in  the  almost  universal  prostitution 
going  on  among  them.  It  is  very  discouraging  to  see  the  many  bright  girls 
coming  out  of  the  Mission  Homes  and  ^ raining  Schools  only  to  soon  live  lives 
of  open  shame*  At  the  end  of  two  more  years  some  of  our  girls  will  leave  the 
Home  here  to  try  life’s  battle  on  the  beach— that  they  will  prove  too  weak  to 
resist  the  incursions  of  some  vile  white  man  will  only  verify  the  history  of 
past  events. 

Mr.  Boursin  tells  me  that  he  thinks  that  the  murderers  of  Mr. 

Edwards  and  the  two  natives  will  be  held  answerable  to  the  charge  of  manslaughter. 
The  evidence  is  clear  that  Campbell  and  Elliott  had  whiskey  on  board  their 
sloop  and  also  that  Mr.  Edwards  saw  his  Indians  drinking  whiskey  and  that  he  did 
not  lay  liands  on  the  tw  men  until  these  facts  were  fully  ascertained,  and 
in  proceeding  to  tie  the  men  and  securing  the  cargo  of  snuggled  whiskey,  he  was 

law  abiding  citizen,  and  his 


acting  entirely  within  the  bounds  of  the  law  as  a 
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obligations  as  such,  to  uphold  the  requirements  of  the  law.  The  Marshal  tells 
me  that  any  citizen  can  make  an  arrest  when  detecting  a  violation  of  law, 
therefore  it  seems  strange  that  Campbell  should  be  held  for  such  a  charge  when 
the  evidence  is  perfectly  clear  that  there  was  a  triple  murder  committed  to 
cover  up  and  prevent  a  detection  in  crime  already  existing*  It  was  my  privilege 
to  visit  the  scene  of  the  tragedy,  upon  receiving  the  news  of  the  murder  from 
Sitka  January  24,  I  immediately  chartered  the  "Yukon*  to  go  dowi  to  Kake.  I 
felt  that  this  was  due  the  memory  of  Charles  H.  Edwards,  not  only  because  of  his 
connection  with  the  Quaker  Church  but  because  of  his  worth  as  a  man  and  because  of 

the  responsible  position  the  Government  had  placed  him  in.

I  an  in  receipt  of  yours  of  25th  of  February  and  note 
same.  I  have  had  several  letters  from  different  parties,  the  last 
one  from  Rev.  M.  E.  Strieby,  of  New  York,  in  regard  to  taking  Mr. 
Thornton  and  wife  and  lady  friend  to  Cape  nrince  o'  Wales,  and 
wrote  him  full  particulars  about  it.  I  have  made  a  little  differ¬ 
ent  plans  this  year  from  former  years,  as  I  have  got  to  use  the 
Steamer  "Jeanie"  this  summer  at  our  Canneries  in  Southern  Alaska, 
and  we  shall  send  a  sailing  ship  to  Ounalaska  where  she  will  dis¬ 
charge  part  of  her  cargo  of  coal  and  then  proceed  to  port  Clarence 
and  discharge  the  balance;  she  will  reach  there  about  the  first 
of  July.  So  the  only  way  in  which  passengers  could  reach  the 
Arctic  Ocean  would  be  by.  taking  passage  to  Ounalaska  in  so  ie 
Steamer  going  there  and  then  go  up  on  the  sailing  ship  to  ?orl 
Clarence;  from  there  they  could  be  distributed  around  t  ■  -  af¬ 
ferent  places  where  they  wished  to  go.  Since  receiving  your  let 
ter  I  have  been  thinking  the  matter  over  as  I  find  you  have  more 
people  to  take  up  than  I  was  aware  of.  If  I  knew  just  what  you

have  got  to  send  up  and  how  much  you  can  afford  to  pay  for  same  (of 
course  I  want  you  to  get  it  there  as  cheap  as  possible  and  will 
use  every  endeavor  to  get  it  there  at  as  little  cost  to  you  as  can 
be  done)  I  think  the  only  sure  way  and  my  experience  in  sending 
things  up  has  been  to  send  by  steam,  then  you  can  usually  go  where 
you  start  to.  My  idea  would  be  to  charter  a  small  steamer,  take 
up  your  party  and  whatever  limber,  stores  Zco  you  want  to  send; 
then  your  people  will  go  direct  and  you  will  have  no  more  anxiety 
about  them  after  leaving  here  barring  the  ordinary  accidents  of  the 
sea  which  are  not  mnch  for  a  vessel  going  there  in  summer  time. 
Besides  you  can  take  the  material  to  any  place  that  you  want  to. 

The  house  we  have  at  Point  Barrow - we  expect  to  keep  that  Station 

up  the  same  as  before,  and  the  one  at  Point  Belcher  also,  so  that 
I  do  not  know  that  we  would  care  to  dispose  of  it  as  I  think  Mr. 
felly  will  want  it  there  with  part  of  his  men.  But  of  course, any¬ 
thing  that  we  have  there  we  will  try  and  accornmoda  t  e  you  with  as 
far  as  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  and  should  it  so  happen  that  you 
could  not  get  lumber  or  material  the  re  to  build  a  house  I  would 
give  them  an  order  to  Mr.  Kelly  to  let  them  occupy  any  or  all  of 

our  buildings  that  he  could  possibly  spare  them.  I  have  thought 

it  possible  that  I  mi  git  get  a  little  outside  freight,  or  some 
i  r  ei  £h  t  ol  our  own,  and  with  what  you  have  got  or  may  have  it  might 
be  possible  that  I  could  charter  a  small  steamer  and  take  these 
people  up.  I  do  not  want  to  make  anything  out  of  it,  if  I  can 

get  enough  to  pay  the  charter  of  the  vessel  I  would  be  willing  to 
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with  what  you  could  give  us.  So  if  you  will  please  let  rne  know 
at  once  about  what  you  want  to  send  there  and  the  amount  you  can 

pay  for  it,  I  can  at  once  tell  whether  it  will  be  possible  forme 

to  send  them  up  in  that  way.  Not  sending  the  ,'Jeanie”  inconvenienced 

me  very  much  as  we  have  always  had  her  to  do  our  work.  If  I  arn 

to  make  this  arrangement  please  let  meknow  as  soon  as  possible  so 
that  I  can  do  it  right  and  satisfactory  to  you  all.

For  the  purpose  of  more  effectually  carrying'  out  t  he  law  of  Congress  prohibiting  the  sale  of  intoxicat¬ 
ing  liquors  in  Alaska,  it  is  ordered  that  exist  ing  rules  and  regulations  regulating  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  in  the  Territory  of  Alaska,  pursuant  to  the  act  of  May  17,  1884,  are  hereby  continued  in  force 
except  as  herein  modified  : 

1 .  Existing  statutes  and  regulations  relating  to  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  shall  be  strictly  enforced. 

2.  The  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  for  medicinal,  mechanical,  and  scientific  purposes  shall  be  made 
only  by  such  persons  in  said  Territory  as  have  obtained  a  special  permit  from  the  Governor  of  the  Territory 
to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  therein,  upon  the  following  conditions :  That  before  the  application  lor  the  permit 
or  renewal  thereof  shall  be  granted,  the  applicant  shall  make  and  subscribe  an  oath  before  an  officer 
authorized  to  administer  oaths  in  said  Territory,  as  follows: 

“I,  (name),  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  will  not  sell,  give,  or  furnish  any  intoxicating  liquors  to  any 
person  otherwise  than  as  provided  by  law  and  the  regulations  established  by  the  President  ot  the  United 
States,  under  the  act  of  May  17,  1884  ;  and  especially  that  I  will  not  sell  or  furnish  any  intoxicating  liquors 
to  any  person  who  is  not  known  to  me  personally,  or  duly  identified;  nor  to  any  minor,  intoxicated  per¬ 
son,  or  persons  who  are  in  the  habit  of  becoming  intoxicated,  and  that  I  will  not  allow  any  intoxicating 
liquors  to  be  drunk  on  or  about  my  premises;  and  T  will  make  true,  full,  and  accurate  returns  to  all  cer¬ 
tificates  and  requests  made  to  or  received  by  me,  as  required  by  said  regulations;  and  said  returns  shall 
show  every  sale  and  delivery  of  such  liquors  made  by  or  for  me  during  the  month  embraced  therein,  and 
the  true  signature  to  every  request  received  and  granted ;  and  such  returns  shall  show  all  the  intoxicating 
liquors  sold  or  delivered  to  any  and  every  person  as  returned.” 

Such  applicant  shall  also  file  with  his  said  application  a  bond  to  the  Governor  ot  said  Territory,  in 
such  penal  sum  as  the  Governor  shall  prescribe,  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  ($500),  conditioned 
that  for  any  violation  of  said  act  of  May  47,  1884,  or  the  regulations  established  by  the  President  there¬ 
under,  said' bond  shall  be  forfeited.  Such  bond  shall  be  signed  by  the  applicant  or  applicants,  as  princi¬ 
pal  or  principals,  and  by  at  least  two  sureties,  who  shall  justify  under  oath  in  the  sum  ot  five  hundred 
dollars  ($500)  each  over  and  above  all  indebtedness  and  exemptions,  and  such  bond  shall  be  approved  by 
and  deposited  with  the  Governor.  The  United  States  and  any  person  or  persons  who  may  be  injured  or 
damaged  by  reason  of  any  violation  of  said  law,  or  the  regulations  thereunder,  may  have  an  action  upon 

such  bond.  .  .  . 

Upon  taking  said  oath  and  filing  said  bond,  the  Governor  ot  said  Territory  may  issue  to  the  applicant 
a  permit  authorizing  him  to  keep  and  sell  intoxicating  liquors  as  provided  by  said  act  and  legulations 
made  thereunder;  and  every  permit  so  granted  shall  specify  the  building,  giving  the  location  thereof  by 
street  or  number,  in  which  intoxicating  liquors  may  be  A) Id  by  virtue  ot  the  same,  and  tin*,  length  ot  time 
the  same  shall  be  in  force,  which  in  no  case  shall  exceed  twelve  months. 

3.  The  sale  for  medicinal  purposes  shall  be  made  only  upon  the  prescription  of  a  reputable  practicing 
physician  of  said  Territory,  stating  the  kind  and  quantity  of  liquor  necessary  to  be  used  by  the  patient. 

4.  The  sale  for  mechanical  and  scientific  purposes  shall  be  made  only  upon  application  duly  sub¬ 
scribed  and  sworn  to  by  the  applicant  in  person,  before  some  person  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  made 
by  the  party  desiring  to  use  the  same,  stating  the  kind  and  quantity  ot  liquoi  required,  and  that  the  sunn 
is  necessary  for  mechanical  or  scientific  purposes  (stating  particularly  the  purpose,  and  the  exact  locality 
where  to  be  used). 
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5.  No  licensed  person  shall  sell  or  deliver  any  intoxicating  liquors  to  any  person  if  he  has  reason  to 
believe  that  the  applications,  certificates,  *or  affidavits  submitted  to  him  by  applicants  are  evasive  or  un¬ 
true  ;  or  to  any  minor,  or  intoxicated  person,  or  to  one  addicted  to  intoxication.  If  the  applicant  is  not 
personally  known  to  the  person  selling,  before  filling  his  request  he  shall  require  identification  by  a  per¬ 
son  known  to  him,  and  a  statement  signed  by  such  witness  that  the  applicant  is  not  a  minor  and  is  not  in 
the  habit  of  using  intoxicating  liquors  to  excess,  and  is  worthy  of  credit  as  to  the  truthfulness  of  the  state¬ 
ments  in  his  application. 

G.  At  the  end  of  each  month  each  licensed  person  shall  make  out  and  forward  to  the  Governor  an 
itemized  report  of  the  date  and  quantity  sold  to  each  person,  and  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  bought; 
and  if,  upon  a  prescription,  the  name  of  the  physician  giving  the  same,  which  report  shall  be  sworn  to. 

7.  Any  person  violating  these  regulations,  or  the  provisions  of  law  relative  to  the  sale  of  distilled 
spirits  or  intoxicating  liquors  in  Alaska,  shall  be  liable  upon  conviction  in  the  proper  tribunal  to  the  pen¬ 
alties  imposed  in  section  1955  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  and  in  any  event  upon  such 
violation  by  such  person  his  permit  shall  be  revoked  and  not  renewed  without  approval  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior. 

8.  In  case  any  physician  makes  a  false  certificate  as  to  matters  aforesaid,  any  certificate  of  his  there¬ 
after  shall  be  rejected  and  no  applicatiorr  shall  be  granted  thereon ;  and  in  atry  case  when  a  false  affidavit 
is  made,  all  applications  by  such  person  thereafter  shall  be  rejected.  Copartnerships,  corporations,  and 
all  associations  are  included  within  the  foregoing  rules. 

9.  The  Governor  shall  have  power  to  suspend  or-  revoke  any  permit  issued  by  him  to  any  person  when¬ 
ever,  in  Iris  judgment,  it  is  shown,  after  due  notice,  that  such  person  has  failed  to  comply  with  the  rules  and 
regulations  prescribed  herein,  or  that  the  best  interests  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Territory  require  such 
suspension  or-  revocation  of  the  permit. 

10.  Every  person  who,  under  these  regulations,  shall  have  obtained  a  special  permit  from  the  Gov¬ 
ernor1  of  the  Territory  of  Alaska  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  for  medicinal,  mechanical,  and  scientific  pur¬ 
poses  will  also  be  required  to  pay  to  the  collector  of  Internal  Revenue  of  the  District  of  Oregon  (in  which 
collection  district  the  Territory  of  Alaska  is  included)  the  special  tax  as  a  liquor  dealer,  and  in  all  other 
respects  to  comply  with  the  internal  revenue  laws.

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It  is  our  desire  to  advertise  as  widely  and  as  promptly 
as  possible  the  lac t  that  the  Board  of  Horne  Missions  lias  author¬ 
ized  the  Worran  ‘  s  Executive  Committee  to  raise  $9,000.00,  for  the 
enlargement  and  establishment  of  the  work  at  Juneau,  Alaska.  The 
eldest  part  of  the  building  which  is  now  occupied  as  the  senool 
home  was  old  and  dilapidated  when  Mr.  Willard  bought  and  improved 
it.  It  is  now  utterly  worn  out  and  worthless.  The  plan  is  to 
remove  it,  and  put  in  its  stead  a  new  substantial  building;  this 
wi th  the  better  n art  of  the  old  Home,  wni ch  will  be  la t  s Landing, 
will  provide  accommodations  for  forty  children.  Tne  plans  tor 
the  new  building  have  been  very  carefully  considered  and  submitted 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  7/illard,  and  seem  admirably  adapted  to  the  needs 
of  the  situation.  Mrs •  7/illard  has  recently  visited  -law  fork, 
and  stated  with  great  clearness,  and  to  our  full  satisfaction  the 
interactive  need  of  a  new  building.  Even  in  wicked  Juneau  a  firm 
footing  has  been  gained  and  confidence  has  been  established. 

Fifteen  tribes  are  there;  twelve  of  them  speaking  the  same  lan¬ 
guage  ( the  Tlinket),  which  is  understood  by  our  missionaries.  The 
Indians  have  come  to  regard  it  as  a  great  privilege  to  have  their 
children  received  into  the  Home,  and  a  great  disappointment  to 
have  them  turned  away.  That  turning  away  means  so  much  to  them. 
More  than  fifty  applicants  were  refused  admission  between  September 
and  March  of  the  past  year  for  lack  of  room,  and  now  even  these 
limited  accommodations  arc  failing.  If  the  vantage  ground  al¬ 
ready  gained  by  long  years  of  patient  toil  and  s* ci  if  ice  on  the 
part  of  our  devoted  missionaries  is  to  be  maintained,  it  must  be 
by  very  prompt  action  on  our  part.  Il  the  new  Home  can  be  mads 
ready  for  occupancy  next  Fall,  temporary  shelter  can  be  found  for 
the  children  until  that  time.  If  it  is  not  ready,  a  year  s  work 
will  be  lost  and  irreparable  disaster  must  follow  the  breaking  u;j 
of  the  Horne.  But  we  are  persuaded  that  this  need  not  be,  if  the

There  is  in  Alaska  a  school  population  of  from  8,000  to 
10,000.  Of  these  1847  were  enrolled  in  the  thirty-one  schools  in 
operation  during  the  year  closing  June  30,  1891. 

Seventeen  day  schools,  with  an  enrollment  of  745  pupils  were 

JLO, 

supported  entirely  by  the  government  ae  an  expense  of  9.88.  f-.s*  and 

fourteen  contract  schools,  with  an  enrollment  of  1102  were  supported 
jointly  by  the  government  and  the  missionary  societies  of  the  Pres¬ 
byterian,  Methodist,  Congregational,  Episcopal,  Moravian,  Lutheran  and 
Roman  Catholic  Churches. 

Of  the  pupils  in  the  contract  schools,  810  were  day  pupils 
and  292  industrial  pupils.  These  latter  were  clothed,  housed*  fed 
and  taught.  The  boys  were  taught  shoe-making,  house-building,  furni¬ 
ture  making,  coopering,  baking,  gardening  and  the  care  of  cattle;  the 
[girls  were  taught  cooking,  baking,  washing,  ironing,  sewing,  dress¬ 
making  and  house-keeping. 

Towards  the  support  of  tliese  contract  schools  the  government 
contributed  $29, 360. 61 ,  and  the  missionary  societies  about  $80,000. 

For  the  year  ending  June  50,  1395,  an  appropriation  of 
$60,000  is  urgently  needed  and  has  been  recommended  by  the  Secretary

In  regard  to 
Dr.  Bartlett's  statement  I  would  say  that  an  examination  of  the 
Minutes  of  the  General  Assembly  (a  copy  of  which  I  suppose  you  have) 
will  not,  I  think,  confirm  the  Dr.  '  s  statement.  See  pages  86  -  87 

Minutes  of  the  General  Assembly  1892  and  pages  44  -  45  &  46.  As  you 

ay 

doubtless  know,  some  two  years  ago  fefee  committee  of  the  Board  reported 
against  the  matter  of  contract  schools  and  resolved  to  gradually  with¬ 
draw  from  them.  The  spirit  of  this  resolution  has  been  carried  out 
and  we  have  withdrawn  to  a  certain  extent,  and  other  schools  will  be 
given  up  in  the  near  future,  but  this  can  hardly  apply  to  faraway 
Alaska  where  we  are  the  only  ones  doing  anything  in  the  South  Eastern 
part  of  that  great  Territory.  I  presume  we  shall  see  you  at  the  rooms 
before  many  moons.  We  have  unfavorable  news  regarding  the  health  of 
Rev.  J.  Loomis  Gould  of  Howkan,  Alaska,  we  are  apprehensive  that  he  may 


not  now  be  alive,  but  we  hope  that  he  will  ultimately  recover,  it  is  a 
case  of  blood  poisoning  occasioned  by  ministering  to  the  sufferings  of 
a  diseased  Indian.  x

Yours  of  March  14  is  received.  I  received  the  letter  of  Mr.  Edward's.  • 

With  regard  to  this  case,  you  have  probably  seen  The  Alaskan  giving  Com'r.  Rogers' 

verdict,  and  Campbell  is  bound  over  to  await  the  Grand  Jury  on  a  charge  of 
manslaught  er . 

The  Alaskan,  very  unjustly,  withholds  the  testimony  of  the  six  natives 
taken  from  Kake  among  whom  was  Mr.  Edwards'  interpreter  a  person  who  must  be 

capable  of  understanding  the  gravity  of  the  case.  The  Natives  testified  that 
Campbell's  sloop  arrived  in  the  evening  and  it  was  not  until  the  following  evening 

that  the  sloop  was  molested.  At  the  night  school  for  older  people  the  subject 
was  taken  under  advisement  by  Mr.  Edwards  and  the  leading  natives.  Edwards 
explained  to  them  fully  that  he  had  no  authority  to  arrest  unless  he  saw  an  actual 
violation  of  the  law.  This  evidence  the  natives  agreed  to  furnish  him.  It 
was  further  agreed  that  no  English  was  to  be  spoken  (Edwards  had  so  far  mastered 
Thlingit)  and  that  upon  evidence  and  the  directions  of  Mr.  Edwards  the  party  were 
to  act.  Thirteen  natives  with  Edwards  went  in  a  canoe  to  the  sloop. 

Inquiries  were  made  by  natives  if  they  could  get  any  whiskey.  One  man  Swani sh 
bought  a  vesselful  for  §5  and  handed  it  to  Edwards  who  threw  it  overboard  and 
then  gave  the  order  in  Thlingit  to  bind  the  men  and  take  away  the  firearms. 
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Elliott  was  soon  bound  but  Campbell  is  a  large  stout  man  and  resisted  and 


succ 


eeded  in  crawling  under  a  part  of  the  boat.  Edwards  finding  his  retreat 


pulled  away  the  boards  and  had  him  bound.  This  was  the  only  breakage  done  to 
the  sloop.  While  Campbell  sat  in  the  sloop,  bound,  he  was  heard  to  say  to 
Edwards  "If  you  give  me  over  to  the  authorities  at  Wrangell  I  will  kill  you  if  it 


is  ten  years  alter  • 

The  natives  with  Edwards  searched  the  sloop  and  took  away  as  they 
supposed  all  the  firearms.  At  the  last  moment  Swanish  grieved  that  he  had  lost 
his  $5  worth  of  whiskey  seized  the  keg  and  took  it  away  with  him. 

Edwards  now  with  two  natives,  on3  the  son  of  Scow  a  medicine  man,  and 
the  other  Alleck  a  member  of  Scow’s  family,  took  possession  of  the  sloop  and  with 
a  fair  wind  set  sail  for  Wrangell. 

The  last  words  of  Alleck  and  Scow's  son  were,  "If  these  men  should  get 

loose  and  hurt  and  you  hear  anything  of  it  you  come  to  us  immediately.  " 

The  sloop  was  under  way  and  the  canoe  had  scarcely  touched  the  shore 
wh9n  they  in  the  canoe  heard  shooting  but  they  did  not  go  to  the  assistance  of 
Sdwards.  They  do  acknowledge  to  drinking  the  whiskey  Swanish  took  and  this  is 
probably  the  reason  they  did  not  go  book.  They  saw  the  sloop  turned  from  her 

first  course  and  the  next  morning  she  had  disappeared. 

According  to  Campbell's  story,  a  revolver  and  rifle  were  hidden  in  the 

bunk  that  the  natives  did  not  find.  Campbell  succeeded  in  getting  the  revolver 
art  shot  Alleck  who  fell  overboard,  then  Scow's  son  jumped  overboard  and  Campbell 
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shot  him  while  in  the  water.  It  is  likely  it  was  about  this  time  that  nd wards 

endeavored  to  get  the  revolver  from  Campbell  and  was  himself  shot.  Campbell 
knew  Edwards  having  seen  him  at  Douglass  Island.  Campbell  knew  his  li  fe  was 
in  no  danger  and  if  he  were  so  innocent  of  selling  whiskey  as  the  Editors  of  the 

Alaska  newspapers  make  him  out  to  be.  he  should  have  had  no  fear  of  the  authori¬ 
ties  at  Wrangell,  and  could  have  turned  Edwards  over  to  punishment. 

Except  for  the  statements  of  Campbell  and  Elliott  no  one  knows  how  Hr. 
Edwards  was  killed  nor  what  he  suffered  while  he  was  being  dragged  to  Sitka  when 

he  might  have  been  brought  to  Wrangell  in  less  than  21  hours. 

Scow  with  some  of  his  family  and  a  number  of  other  Kake  natives  are 

now  in  Wrangell.  As  soon  as  they  arrived  they  came  up  to  our  house.  It

Bear  Dr.  •  Jackson: 

I  sent  you  a  telegram  on  my  arrival  home.  As  it 


turned  out  it  was  much  better  that  you  were  prevented  from  going  to 
Lakewood,  as  we  found  the  weather  rather  disagreeable,  cold  and  dusty. 

I  was  much  interested  in  what  you  wrote  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Island, 
and  shall  be  very  glad  to  assume  half  the  cost  of  the  purchase  you 
refer  to.  I  need  hardly  say  chat  it  would  give  me  peculiar  satisfac¬ 
tion  to  divide  the  responsibility  with  Mrs.  Shepard.  The  circumstances 
connected  with  the  death  of  her  husband,  and  of  Mr.  Thaw  were  in  some 


respects  so  similar.  Each  was  separated  from  his  family  at  the  time, 
aid  ohe  news  of  the  death  was  the  first  intimation  to  either  of  us 
that  anything  was  wrong.  You  suggested  as  one  proposition  in  your  let¬ 
ter  that  the  station  be  given  the  name  of  Mr.  Thaw.  In  reply  I  would 
say  that  I  am  quite  as  opposed  to  that  sort  of  thing  as  Mr.  Thaw  was. 
aid  he  would  never  for  a  moment  tolerate  the  thought  of  having  his 
name  affixed  to  any  insti tution  or  place.  In  one  instance  only  has  it 
seemed  fitting  to  make  any  exception  to  this  rule,  and  that  was  in  the 
case  of  the  “Thaw  fellowship”  in  the  Peabody  Museum,  made  for  the  bene¬ 
fit  of  Miss  Fletcher,  and  at  the  urgent  solicitation  of  Prof.  Putnam. 

I  consented  that  the  name  should  go  together  with  the  fund/^  But  in 


all  church  work  the  name  of  the  giver  should  be  lost  for  the  work’s 
sake.  I  did  not  fully  understand  what  her  the  new  missionary  of  whom 
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you  spoke  in  Dr.  Robert’s  office  was  to  be  stationed  at  this  place. 

If  he  is  to  be  at  the  St.  Lawrence  Island  would  the  Ladies’  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  send  the  teacher,  thus  making  with  the  married  mission¬ 
ary  a  little  company  of  three  persons?  I  would  be  glad  it'  you  would 
write  me  briefly  concerning  this,  and  leave  the  fuller  details  of  the 
mission  work  until  yx>u  come  here  on  your  way  to  Alaska.  Please  let 
ne  know  as  long  in  advance  as  possible  when  you  expect  to  stop  here, 
as  I  shall  be  obliged  to  be  absent  for  some  three  days  in  Wooster.  Ohio, 
helping  to  arrange  for  the  opening  of  the  Home  for  Children  of  Foreign 
Missionaries . 

We  are  all  very  much  interested  in  the  little  waterproof 
garment  you  sent,  and  surprised  at  the  neatness  or  the  making.  I  chant 

you  for  it,  the  map,  etc. 

Trusting  chat  you  are  recovering  rapidly,  I  remain.

I  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Wm.  Hamilton,  of  Jan.  20th , 
stati ng  go u  woiil d  like  to  hear  f  ro m  me  on  A1  as ka . 

I  have  also  received  three  hooks  from  that  gentleman  on  the 
"Education  Bureau  of  Alaska".  I  thank  you  very  much  for  the 
same •  It  gives  me  g^vat  pleasure  to  see  that  Alaska  is  pro - 
gress ing  so  nicely  since  j  left  there . 

If  I  could  give  you  the  entire  co  rresponaence  of  the  inte¬ 
rior  of  that  country,  it  would  give  you  and  a  great  many  of 
your  friends  much  pleasure  to  read  it;  although  I  have  been 
watching  through  the  New  York  Daily  Herald,  since  I  left 
there,  every  exploring  expedition  that  has  tried  to  explore 
the  interio  r  of  Alaska • 

However  I  will  give  you  a  little  explanation  of  it  by  this 
letter,  and  gradually  you  will  get  more  from  me,  so  that  you 
will  hear  the  whole  neius  of  the  interior  of  that  country  where 
I  have  been. 

It  took  myself  and  nine  men  two  years  to  get  into  the 
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"placer”  gold  fields  of  Alaska ,  but  it  took  us  over  two  years 
to  get  out  of  tint  country.  We  disbanded  at  San  Francisco .  I 
have  never  heard  from  that  time  of  any  of  the  remainder  of  my 
exploring  party,  whether  they  are  alive  or  not.  We  brought  a 
great  deal  of  coarse  plac er gold  with  us.  It  brought  us  at  the 
mint  $18.50  per  ounce.  One  large  specimen  of  gold  I  have  with 
me  yet ,  that  I  brought  from  tint  country.  I  had  more ,  but 
during  that  long  time  I  gave  them  to  my  friends.  We  could 
have  brought  a  fortune  in  gold  from  there ,  if  we  had  knovjn  we 
could  get  out  of  that  country.  I  have  been  offered  over  and 
ove r  again  ass  is  tance  and  money  to  fit  out  another  expedition 
to  go  back  to  that  country;  but  I  have  not  the  least  idea  how 
I  will  be  able  to  go  over  the  same  route  as  I  did  with  the 
Indians ,  dogs ,  and  sleighs.  Besides ,  I  am  an  old  man  ?ioio,  and 
would  not  like  to  venture.  The  coast  range  of  Alaska ,  all  the 
way  up  and  down,  is  the  most  disc ouraging  part  of  the  'whole 
country.  It  does  not  min  as  much  in  the  interior  of  the 
country  as  it  does  along  the  coast. 

Tie  summers  are  longer  and  warmer  and  there  are  a  good 
many  valleys  I  have  seen  when  the  snoio  did  not  lie  on  them . 

Tie  game  there  is  like  it  is  everywhere  else.  It  moves  in  the 
spring  and  fall.  I  will  mention  what  kind  of  game  I  have 
seen :  moose ,  caribou ,  moosh-moos?i,  black  bear ,  foxes  (silver, 
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blacky  and  red),  wolves,  minks,  martens ,  sables,  and  a  great 
many  other*  kinds .  All  the  streams  are  alive  with  fish  in  the 
summery  herring,  smelts ,  salmon ,  and  large  mountain  trout * 
Those  valleys  in  which  there  is  no  snow  lying  are  literally 
lined  with  berry-bearing  bushes .  When  the  hemlock  timber 
gives  out ,  the  spruce  and  fi  r  take  its  place ,  arc  a7  a  great  many 
others  species  of  trees .  The  Indians  are  numerous  along  the 
branches  of  the  main  rivers .  We  have  been  very  well  treated 
by  them .  We  lived  with  them  and  on  their  food  from  the  day  we 
left  the  uppe r  zoaters  of  the  Stiltine  until  we  got  out  of  that 
country .  Some  day  there  'will  be  great  excitement  there  in 
gold-digging.  We  neve?'  looked  for  any  quartz.  I  was  the 
leader  of  the  party*  We  found  sane  " platino" .  We  thought  it 
was  native  silver.  Some  paid  very  little  attention  to  it* 

I  brought  about  seven  ounces  of  it  with  me  to  San  Francisco . 

In  the  mint  I  found  it  was  "platino" *  I  sold  i  t  at  $7*00  an 
ounce*  In  my  next  letter  I  will  give  you  information  as  to 
what  induced  me  to  go  to  Alaska .  in  the  early  days  and  how  I 
have  traveled  with  those  men  among  the  Indians ,  and  how  we 
knew  vjh ere  to  go  to  hunt  that  gold*  I  do  believe  to-day,  as  I 
see  the  imp  of  Alaska  before  me ,  that  where  we  found  the  gold 
was  on  the  north  and  east  branches  of  the  Yukon  River*  I 
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b el  i ev e  the  gold  d i gcj tngs  cover  a  la rge  terri  to  ry .  We  only 
worked  there  four  months.  We  prospected  in  quite  a  number  of 
gulches ,  and  they  all  had  good  n pay  dirt "  in  than.  We  could 
make  in  some  of  the  gulches  from  $5.00  to  $30.00  per  day.  We 
gave  ove r  to  the  mint  of  San  Francisco  118  ounces  apiece. 

Then  we  had  quite  a  number  of  large  spec  t  mens  with  us  which  we 
did  not  give  to  the  mint.  The  Indians  go  t.  prejudiced  against 
us,  saying  that  we  were  making  the  creeks  dirty  and  that  the 
salmon  would  not  come  up.  We  could  not  explain  it  any  differ¬ 
ent  to  them,  and  every  piece  of  gold  that  was  large,  flat »  and 
smooth  they  made  us  give  to  them  as  presents,  and  we  could  not 
help  ourselves ,  as  we  lived  with  them.  Gov.  Douglas ,  of 
Vic  to  Ha,  when  I  was  speaking  with  him  later,  told  me  that 
when  he  was  a  young  man  in  that  country  he  saw  gold  from  that 
count  ry  from  I  nd  i  an  s  that  c  am  e  to  Vi  c  to  H  a. 

I  will  now  close »  and  give  you  more  inf o mat i on  in  my  next .

How  shall  I  break  the  sad  news  to  you!  We  are  homeless , 
z’?2  a  <?aZd,  .g i b u  , w Pit er.  Sunday ,  Feb.  18th,  just  as  I  was 
about  to  a, nn ounce  the  opening  hymn,  fire  was  discovered 
bursting  through  the  ceiling  where  the  terra  cotta  goes 
th  ro u gh  i  t.  limed i a t  el y  we  ran  to  ext i ngu i s  h  i  t,  bu  t,  ala  s, 
as  the  wind  was  blowing  a  gale ,  and  the  water  all  about  was 
frozen  solid ,  we  were  baffled.  We  then  turned  to  save  the 
moveables ,  seeing  the  building  must  go.  We  saved  nearly  all 
the  moveable  property  belonging  to  the  school,  but  lost  nearly 
all  o  own .  The  moke  from  the  tar-paper  was  so  dense  that 
we  could  do  nothing  up-stairs,  where  all  our  clothing  and  most 
valuable  things  were.  The  check  received  in  last  mail,  for 
December  services,  with  other  money,  perished  in  the  cruel 
flames.  Will  you  not  see  that  it  is  duplicated  and  returned 
to  me  at  once,  t  og  ether  wi  th  what  is  coming  tome  for  the  part 
of  February?  It  is  needless  to  tell  you  how  greatly  I  need  it 
I  secure  vouchers  from  store .  They  have  only  three.  I  had 
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Just  laid  in  two  cords  of  wood  a  few  days  before .  We  saved 
about  four  cords  of  school  wood .  Including  December  cheeky 
what  I  paid  for  wood,  and  my  February  services ,  amount  to 
$172*29,  Not  knowing  where  my  school  register  is,  I  cannot 
make  full  report  for  February,  Can  only  guess  that  the  ave¬ 
rage  daily  attendance  was  about  eighteen.  Our  people  are  in 
great  sorrow .  Something  must  be  done  for  them  at  once .  I 
mourn ,  deeply  mourn  for  our  people*  All  are  sad .  All  the  men 
of  the  Compcny  did  all  they  could  to  rescue  prope  rty.  Nearly 
all  the  school  books  were  saved ,  the  lainps ,  nearly  all  the 
desks ,  the  stove ,  the  doors ,  nearly  all  the  windows ,  the 
benches ,  etc.  Our  personal  loss  was  not  less  than  $ 700,00 ,  to 
say  nothing  of  being  made  homeless ,  thrust  out  into  the 
blasts  of  w in t er,  wi  th  th e  the rmome ter  at  zero,  and  sev era  1 
feet  of  snow  around  us,  and  out  of  employment*  Mr,  Spuhn's 
home  is  at  our  disposal  until  the  steamer  comes.  We  look  for 
it  daily •  Oh  how  very,  very  sad l  We  shall  go  to  Sitka  and 
remain  there  till  we  hear  from  you  what  will  be  done ,  etc • 
Every  one  here  hopes  that  a  new  building  will  be  erected  at 
once.  Please  excuse  me  from  writing  at  random.  My  mind  is  so 
upset  that  I  scarcely  knozu  what  I  am  writing .  It  is  on  those 
awful ,  cruel  flames1.  The  fire  ms  due  to  no  carelessness.  We 
built  the  fire  that  morning  as  we  had  always  done,  and  there 
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was  no  more  fire  in  the  stove  than  usual .  It  is  allowed  that 
the  term  cotta  must  have  cracked  some  time  between  the  two 
ceili  ngs  and  a  spa  rk  fie  w  in  t  he  re  and  did  th  e  m  t  sc  h  i  ef.  The 
fire  was  not  discovered  till  well  under  way,  and,  there  being 
no  water  at  hand  till  the  ice  in  the  resevoir  was  chopped 
through,  we  were  helpl  ess.  The  wind  was  blowing  a  gale  from 
the  north .  Consequently ,  no  other  buildings  loere  burned .  I 
trust  that  the  Government  will  proceed  at  once  to  build.  But 
I  would  advise  it  to  build  on  a  different  plan,  and  keep  the 
teacher' s  dwelling  apart  from  the  school  building.  A  full 
account  of  the  fire  will  be  given  to  the  editor  of  the 
"Alaskan"  when  I  gett  at  Sitka.  I  shall  mail  you  a  copy  of  the 
journal.  The  number  of  tie  December  check  lost  in  the  fi^e 
was  108$955.  Please  write  me  at  once  what  the  Government  will 
do.  Address ,  Sitka ,  c-o  Rev.  A.  E.  Austin .  I  cannot  begin 
to  convey  to  you  our  distressed  c  ondi  tion.  Help  is  neded  at > 
once .  Pmy  God  to  give  us  grace  to  bear  our  sad  misfortune . 

I  lost  every  hat  and  Mrs.  Jones  every  shoe,  as  she  had  on 
old  slippers  in  church.  Be  prompt  in  this ,  our  extremity •
